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Away with all pests 


It has become fashionable these days to talk 
about a multi-agency approach to problems in 
society. But if there ever was a real need for 
such an approach, it is in the London borough 
of Bexley, where for the past four years the 
British National Party headquarters has sat 
like a festering sore in the community. The 
headquarters building also houses a bookshop 
which peddles some of the vilest hate material 
on sale in this country. It has been at the epi- 
centre of four racial murders and countless 
assaults on black people. Racist attacks in the 
area have increased by 140 per cent since the 
BNP moved in. 

By using the building as a headquarters, the 
BNP is in breach of planning permission as 
the party did not seek permission for a change 
of use. Although Searchlight has right from 
the start provided documentary evidence that 
the BNP itself describes the building as its 
headquarters, the council has chosen, for rea- 
sons of its own, to ignore this fact. Bexley 
council claims to rely on a counsel’s opinion 
in favour of allowing the BNP to continue its 
use of the building, but the council does not 
appear to have supplied its barrister with the 
full facts. Lobbies by local anti-fascist and 
anti-racist activists as well as by the families 
of the black children murdered by racist 
gangs in the area have had no effect. It is not 
surprising that the talk among senior BNP 
officers has always indicated that there is 
more than a little political sympathy for the 
BNP at the town hall. 

Mass demonstrations and marches to the 
building, the growing anger of people in the 
area and the frustration felt by some sections 
of the police force have led to a new 
approach. Neighbouring Greenwich, a Labour 
controlled council, where much of the racist 
crime is occurring, has succeeded in leaning 


on Bexley to join it in an effort to clean out 
the nazi rats’ nest. This now has the support 
of not only the two councils but also the 
Commission for Racial Equality and several 
influential police officers. Let us hope this 
will end in a victory for common sense and 
decency and the closure of the headquarters. 

When people look back at the history of 
this campaign, it should be noted that those 
who have done the most steadfast work have 
been the Greenwich Action Committee 
Against Racist Attacks (GACARA), the 
Indian Workers’ Association and local com- 
munity-based anti-racist and  anti-fascist 
groups. Searchlight has assisted with intelli- 
gence. We hope that the Johnny-come-latelys 
who falsely claim to represent black opinion 
in this country, in the guise of Marc 
Wadsworth, the national secretary of the Anti- 
Racist Alliance, will be relegated to the dust- 
bin of history, alongside the minuscule group 
of black activists inside and outside ARA 
whose hostility to white people is little differ- 
ent to the BNP’s attitude towards blacks. The 
ending of support by trade unions and the 
leader writers of the communist Morning Star 
for what in practice is nothing more than 
ultra-nationalistic black separatism is also 
long overdue. Searchlight has been inundated 
with complaints from black and white readers 
about the statements and actions of 
Wadsworth and his small clique. In particular 
there is growing anger against the divisive 
nature of their activities in the trade union 
movement. Those whose aim is to build a 
mass anti-racist movement whatever the price 
should look to France and learn from the 
demise of SOS Racisme in the face of a grow- 
ing and dangerous right. Britain’s black and 
white communities deserve much better than 
anything ARA can offer. 
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Midlands nazis sent for trial 


T wo leading Midlands British 
National Party activists and 
Combat 18 members have been 

committed for trial at Nottingham 

Crown Court together with two minor 

hangers-on. A date has not yet been 

fixed. 


Graham Tasker, 23, of Racecourse Mount, 
Newbold, near Chesterfield, and Simon 
Chadwick, 23, of Gasterwood Road, 
Deptford, London SE8, who formerly lived in 
Chesterfield, are charged with affray and 
assault. Stephen Belshaw, 27, of Wainwright 
Street, Mansfield is charged with affray and 
two counts of assault. His younger brother 
Adrian, 24, of Sherwood Street, Mansfield, is 
charged with affray. 

The charges arose out of an incident on 23 
January this year, when a group of C18 and 
BNP members allegedly assaulted anti-fas- 
cists in broad daylight in Mansfield’s market 
place. 

Attending court in Nottingham early last 
month, they were met by more than 100 anti- 
nazi demonstrators and a short scuffle broke 
out. The four defendants were protected by a 
small team of C18 activists who had travelled 
up from London. They included Peter Illing 
from South Oxhey and Jim White, the former 
Customs officer exposed in Searchlight last 
year, with whom Chadwick is now living in 
south London. 

An anti-fascist detained in the incident out- 
side the court was later released without 
charge. 

Chadwick, who has spent the past 18 
months turning up on various nazi activities 
wearing a hood or football scarf obscuring his 
face to hide his identity, threw caution to the 
wind when he marched with the BNP in 
London at the end of April dressed in the 
height of C18 fashion: baseball cap, black 
bomber jacket and black trousers. He spent 
the day busily photographing anyone whom 
he thought opposed the nazis. 

While on bail for the affray and assault 
charges, Chadwick got into further hot water 
with the police. He and Simon Biggs, a well- 
known C18 and BNP thug and burglar, had a 
physical difference of opinion with a Labour 
Party member in Surrey, while they were can- 
vassing in the local elections on behalf of 
Paul Ballard, one of C18’s top dogs. 

The police in their wisdom decided to take 
no action as there were not enough witnesses, 
despite the fact that Chadwick was on bail 
and Biggs has a long criminal record. 

The past couple of months have seen a 
slow trickle of BNP members and supporters 
passing through the courts. In a number of 
cases the defendants have failed to turn up 
and the court has had to issue warrants for 
their arrest. 

BNP members and supporters charged with 
serious assaults after the Eltham demonstra- 
tion last November in memory of Rohit 
Duggal have been given ridiculously small 
fines. Paul James Knight from Barnhurst was 
found guilty under section 4 of the Public 
Order Act and fined £100, which included 
costs. David Green from Dartford, who had

given a nazi salute and assaulted a photogra- 
pher, was convicted of actual bodily harm 
under section 4 and fined £120 with £75 costs 
and made to pay £75 compensation to the 
photographer. 

Searchlight knows that C18 and BNP will 
put the hat round in the pub and raise that sort 
of money very easily. Eight more nazis are 
still awaiting trial on charges arising from the 
disturbances in Eltham and magistrates issued 
a warrant for Kevin Potter from Dartford who 
failed to appear in another case arising from 
the demonstration. 


Parliament to investigate C18 


The activities of Combat 18 are likely to 
become the focus of attention of the parlia- 
mentary Home Affairs Select Committee’s 
inquiry into racial attacks. The inquiry has 
taken on greater importance, with the deci- 
sion that evidence will be studied by the 
whole committee rather than a three-person 
subcommittee. The hearing of evidence, 
which was due to end in June, will now con- 
tinue after after the summer recess. 

Barbara Roach, the MP for Hornsey and 
Wood Green, a member of the committee, 
recently saw evidence of Combat 18’s ongo- 
ing terror tactics. Alan Walter, a tenants’ lead- 
er in Kentish Town, has been subjected to 
death threats and has found swastikas and 
C18 symbols daubed on his home. The 
threats and attacks came a week after his ten- 
ants’ association on the Peckwater estate in 
Kentish Town had decided to paint out nazi 
graffiti on the estate. 


Mr Walter remains defiant. He told the 
local press: “It’s not just an affront to me and 
my family — it is everyone on the estate. It is 
very important they see that they are attack- 
ing the whole community, they are not able to 
intimidate individuals.” 


Machete attack 


Other incidents in the area include a vicious 
attack on two Asian youngsters by a machete- 
wielding skinhead in an attack near Holloway 
prison. The assailant was part of a gang of 
skinheads who appeared to be in their mid- 
20s to early 30s. They had earlier racially 
abused the youngsters before returning to 
attack them. 

The Kilburn Bookshop in north London 
was attacked by three men from C18 in broad 
daylight in late April on the same day as BNP 
supporters were assembling to march up a 
few back streets in Victoria. Shortly after- 
wards, the shop received a letter in C18’s 
usual style crowing about the attack. 

The multicultural bookshop, which had suf- 
fered hundreds of pounds worth of damage in 
the first attack was hit again in early May. It 
appears to have been singled out because C18 
has made Kilburn one of its main hunting 
grounds. 

Police in Kilburn said forensic experts are 
studying the letter. “We can get fingerprints 
and DNA samples ... from paper and that is 
what we are doing at the moment,” a police 
spokesperson said. Anyone with information 
should contact PC Jim Woodmansey of 
Kilburn police on 081 733 3743. 
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The charmed life of Combat 18 


What does a criminal have to do in 
London these days to attract some 
action from the police? 

The World in Action investigation into 
Combat 18, shown on 19 April, and 
Searchlight’s special April issue exposed 
C18’s criminality in great detail with docu- 
mentary evidence that should have convinced 
the police at least to take an interest. But nei- 
ther World in Action nor Searchlight has been 
approached by officers from the two depart- 
ments at Scotland Yard that should be dealing 
with Combat 18: Community Relations and 
Special Branch. Searchlight can only hope 
that the material provided to the parliamen- 
tary Home Affairs Committee of Inquiry into 
Racist Attacks will lead to more positive 
action. 

In almost an Alice in Wonderland situation 
it is the criminals who appear to be getting 
the ear of the police. Paul David “Charlie” 
Sargent, who runs Combat 18’s street opera- 
tions, turned up at Cater Street police station 
in south London recently, claiming that he 
was in danger because somebody had tried to 
set fire to his home. This is the man who has 
ordered a series of arson attacks up and down 
the country in the past 16 months. 

He told Ian McPherson, the community 
relations officer, that his front door had been 
scorched and threats and a bullet had been 
posted to him. 

In fact it is not his front door at all. The 
tenant of the flat is Ms Durrant, who was the 
girl friend of Chubby Henderson, a notorious 
Chelsea headhunter and old friend of Sargent. 
Southwark council, which owns the flat, is 
somewhat mystified that Sargent’s presence 
has only now come to light. Henderson’s 
name is still on council records, but the man 
himself is in Thailand running a “bar”. 

The council must be concerned about 
Sargent’s presence, as Southwark is an area 
with drug problems among young people. 
Charlie Sargent’s two convictions for drug 
trafficking must put him under suspicion. 

The bullet through the post and alleged

arson attempt sound like some of the self- 
inflicted antics that Britain’s nazis got up to 
in the 1960s. Setting fires at their own 
premises was a regular part of their political 
agenda and John Tyndall once had shots fired 
at his old south London headquarters. These 
incidents occurred at a time when his mem- 
bers were running a deadly arson campaign 
and being arrested for armed robberies. The 
Reichstag fire, which helped bring the nazis 
to power in Germany in 1933, is still a bench- 
mark for the modern nazis. 

Sargent has told Southwark council that he 
is living with his parents in north London. 
Would that be at the address that serves as the 
British contact point for Harold Covington, 
the well-known US far-right terrorist who 
created C18? The south Barnet address also 
plays host to Resurgam Books, which is run 
by Sargent’s brother Steve, another violent 
thug, and of course is also home to his dear 
old shoplifting mum. 

Ms Durrant has temporarily taken up resi- 
dence with a member of her family and is no 
longer at Cunningham House on Elmington 
Estate. Why Henderson’s name is still on the

list is not clear. Searchlight hopes social secu- 
rity fraud is not involved. The British 
National Party still has a few members in the 
DSS who could no doubt give good advice. 

Other members of C18 also seem to parade 
the streets with impunity. We thought last 
month that Eddy Whicker had not been at the 
BNP’s anti-Irish march on 25 April. In fact he 
was one of the mob who assaulted members 
of the press under the noses of the police, in a 
vain attempt to stop them recording the 
abysmal failure of the BNP’s day out. 

While David Bruce and Richard Edmonds, 
respectively second and third in the BNP 
hierarchy, tried to stop the attack, Tyndall 
appeared unconcerned. His hatred for the 
“Jew-controlled” press, grows by the hour. 
He must have felt a complete idiot leading 
only 200 of his followers after telling mem- 
bers of the BNP and C18 that he would head 
a mighty march through London. 

Tyndall’s support for C18 is now open and 
unabashed. Taking photographs of the march 
was C18 activist Simon Chadwick, on bail on 
assault charges. Also present were Ian Dell, 
on a binding over of £500, and several others 
either on bail or already convicted. 

But where was Sargent? Police investigat- 
ing the spree of window breaking in Kilburn, 
which included the Kilburn Bookshop, should 
be interested in his whereabouts. Having got 
away with it once, C18 returned to Kilburn to 
inflict more damage. On the night of the 
England Holland football match, Sargent ful- 
filled his promise to deliver between 70 and 
80 nazis into the Kilburn area, where at least 
four Irish pubs were attacked and a police car 
had its windscreen broken. 

Sargent has taken on new responsibilities 
outside his thuggish C18 activities. Blood and 
Honour, the nazi music outfit and the source 
of much of the money for the nazis’ opera- 
tions in Britain, has been in disarray for some 
time, following a series of arrests of its lead- 
ing lights both here and in Germany and 
ongoing quarrels over the wrongful convic- 
tion of Mark “The Bear” Harvey three years 
ago in place of the real knifeman, John 
Bellany. Bellany’s failure to come forward to 
save his erstwhile comrade has not done him 
any favours in nazi circles, but every bastard

has his day and Bellany was arrested for knif- 
ing a German youngster 18 months ago in 
east Germany. He and other members of 
Skrewdriver are still awaiting trial. 

John Burnley, as Bellany is better known in 
nazi skin band circles, and his brother Paul 
are key figures in the Blood and Honour 
scene. Sargent now appears to have been put 
in charge of its operations and this may her- 
ald disciplinary action against John. 

Another nazi band, Squadron from south- 
east London, have already felt the heavy hand 
of C18, after they allowed their fingers to 
stick to some music equipment that did not 
belong to them. 

Other recent setbacks for Blood and 
Honour include the jailing of the Johnson 
brothers of Harlow for dealing in nazi skin- 
head material and the police raid on the 
Derby home of Chris Hipkin, a local BNP 
organiser who runs the skinzine British Oi. 
The arrest of Skrewdriver’s boss Ian Stuart 
Donaldson and his girl friend Diane Calladine 
on section 20 assault charges in Blackpool 
earlier this year has not helped Skrewdriver’s 
attempts at a revival. Their committal for trial 
at Preston Crown Count in mid-May has 
curbed some of Donaldson’s worst excesses. 
On top of this, claims that the Parrish broth- 
ers, a pair of nazi thugs from Milton Keynes, 
have been slow to dispatch goods that have 
been paid for have caused even more ill will. 

The only sign of any successful activity for 
Blood and Honour in the London area was a 
gig in Croydon in the middle of May. Brutal 
Attack, one of the most vicious of the nazi 
skin bands, broke cover after being off the 
scene for some time with a gig at the Cartoon, 
a local rock venue. A couple of hundred nazis 
turned up for what Tom, the Cartoon’s man- 
ager, described as a private function. Tom 
explained that he was only concerned about 
making money and not customers’ politics. 
The local licensing authorities and other 
groups playing at this venue might take a dif- 
ferent view. 

So Charlie Sargent rides into town to clean 
up Blood and Honour’s act. What a joke. The 
only interest he has had in the music scene 
over the past few years has been the chance it 
gives him to ensnare youngsters as cannon 
fodder and to find an outlet for his drug deal- 
ing. Sargent, who is not such a hot shot fight- 
er without a knife in his hand, appears to be 
assisted by the large and stupid burglar Simon 
Biggs. 

Sargent was involved in the nazi music 
scene with Chubby Henderson in the early 
and mid eighties with a band called Combat 
84. Combat 18 scores no marks for originali- 
ty. His return to the scene has been marked by 


his presence at Badgers shop in Berwick 
Street, in London’s West End. This store has 
been a focal point for the distribution of nazi 
T-shirts, badges and other vile gear for sever- 
al years and a big money-spinner for the 
nazis. Andrea, one of the store’s staff, was or 
is Mark “Frenchy” French’s girl friend and a 
well-known German nazi follower. 

The shop was recently put in the spotlight 
by Anti-Fascist Action. A small picket was 
followed by a second with over 70 people on 
a midweek lunchtime and representations to 
other traders in the area and to Westminster 
council are under way. 

The question being asked last month was 
why Charlie Sargent and his gang did not 
show their faces during the 2,000-strong 
march in protest at the ongoing killings of 


black youths in south London. Despite a beer- 
fed promise of opposition at all costs, Sargent 
and his mates seem better at whinging to the 
police, threatening old people living alone 
and smashing up bookshops when they are 
closed, than at confronting determined anti- 
fascist opposition. Or is it simply that his 
loyal followers put watching the Cup Final 
above politics? 

Still it is almost certain that Combat 18 will 
be called back into service soon to look after 
a couple Clarendon Club meetings being held 
by David Irving, the nazis’ favourite quasi- 
historian. The first is in London on 29 May 
and the second is on 17 June in the Brighton 
area. It is thought that Irving will again try to 
produce a nazi of some international standing 
as a speaker.

Kent nazis cause climate of hate 


An Asian grandfather was viciously beaten to 
within an inch of his life just days after north 
Kent was flooded with hate material, includ- 
ing computer-generated Combat 18 stickers. 
Avatar Singh Gill only survived on a life sup- 
port system. The police have detained a 16- 
year-old boy for the attack. 

Kent and neighbouring areas have also 
been on the receiving end of material purport- 
ing to come from the non-existent British 
Defence League, a throw-back to the old 
Croydon Defence League of more than ten 
years ago. North Kent’s best known nazi, 
John Cato of Combat 18, possesses both the 
technical ability and the equipment to pro- 
duce stickers like those seen in the area. His 
association with the people who organised the 
old Croydon outfit might be a good indication 
of the direction in which the police should 
be looking if they want to stop this racial 
incitement. 

Cato is also thought to have been eying up 
the local anti-fascist stall, for a purpose one 
can only guess at. 

Unfortunately the police seem keener on 


asking the local press to play down investiga- 
tions of Cato and are suggesting publicly that 
the local anti-fascist movement is just a mir- 
ror of C18. This is clearly defamatory of 
those who are striving to put a stop to attacks 
like that on Avatar Singh Gill. It might be 
appropriate for the Chief Constable to put 
somebody with a bit more diplomacy and wit 
onto the case and for local newspaper editors 
to show a bit more spine. 

Gutless local Labour Party councillors have 
joined in a concerted effort with the police 
and weak-kneed local press in treating anti- 
nazi activists on a par with the political ter- 
rorists of Combat 18. In the meantime two 
more Asians have been hospitalised in a racist 
attack and Cato is preparing to do a runner 
before the police can get their act together to 
charge him with conspiracy. 

In the meantime, after a visit from Special 
Branch officers, police have installed a panic 
button and video security camera in Cato’s 
home at public expense. Their action fol- 
lowed a suspect claim from him that he had 
been threatened.

With terrorism becoming an all too regular 
occurrence in Britain, one would expect the 
courts to come down like a ton of bricks on a 
man like Peter Brawley. Brawley has an 
extremist political record and has served as a 
mercenary for Ian Smith’s illegal regime in 
Rhodesia. His appearance in court arose out 
of a police raid on his home which uncovered 
a hit list of Salford councillors and black 
community centres, coupled with an arsenal 
of weapons that included sub-machine guns, 
an Armalite assault rifle and a special forces 
bolt action carbine complete with telescopic 
sights and silencer. 

Judge Gerald Clifton said, in his wisdom, 
that he had taken into consideration the frank- 
ness of the man standing before him. Despite 
Brawley’s refusal to tell the police where the 
weapons had come from, he was given a pal- 
try two and a half year sentence. The sooner 
this old fool gets off the bench the better. 

Brawley, of Bank Grove, Little Hulton, 
near Bolton, is no teenage tearaway. Aged 43 
and single with no children, he has been on 
the far-right scene both here and abroad for 
many years. He appeared in court some years 
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Brawley Ss deadly hoard. The arsenal police uncovered at his house 


ago charged with possessing a machete dur- 
ing a National Front march. 

Brawley has long been a target for anti-fas- 
cist observers in the Greater Manchester area. 
Despite his claim to have left British 
Movement, in which he had been a high-pro- 
file member, ten years ago, all the indications 
are that he was still up to his neck in nazi 
extremist weapons stockpiling. At one time 
he ran a survival training group. Apart from 
the guns and ammunition, the police also 
found a sinister collection of electrical deto- 
nators, instruction cards on how to manufac- 
ture explosive devices and assorted chemicals 
at his home. 

I would have thought that his refusal to tell 
the police where he got the weapons and the 
police’s failure to establish this would have at 
least doubled his sentence. Now he will be 
out and about again in less than two years. 
What the judge could have been thinking 
about in delivering such a short sentence, 
faced with the prosecution evidence of the 
arsenal, the hit lists and Brawley’s possession 
of far-right party armbands, is beyond me. 
Maybe some of the people on the target lists 
might like to take the matter up with the Lord 
Chancellor. 

What nobody appears to have linked with 
the Brawley case was the suicide shortly after 
his arrest in December 1992 of Trevor Jones 
from Salford. Jones had previously served a 
number of years in prison after being caught 
holding up local businesses with home-made 
sub-machine guns. At the time of his arrest a

connection with British Movement was estab- 


lished. There were also suspicions that Jones 
was able to acquire modern weapons from a 
north country gun manufacturer. 

Jones was apparently plugged into the nazi 
international terror scene and had told the 
police, before he decided to clam up, that he 
had been involved in a scheme set up by 
British Movement and certain “direct action” 
groups in Belgium to carry out a series of 
armed raids on the continent. Searchlight 
strongly suspects that on hearing of 
Brawley’s arrest and following a botched 
attempt to throw a haul of weapons and 
explosives into a local river, which turned out 
to be frozen leaving the weapons on the sur- 
face, he could not face the prospect of another 
long prison sentence and so took his life. 


Down your way 


British National Party fiihrer John Tyndall, 
under pressure from the rank and file, has 
been doing a bit of political barnstorming 
over the past couple of months, addressing 
meetings in east London, Croydon and the 
north of England. 

Sunday 9 May saw him in Yorkshire, where 
he addressed a meeting of the “Sunday Club” 
in Dewsbury. The Sunday Club was started 
after local Conservatives faced problems as a 
result of allowing the BNP to rub shoulders 
too closely with them at their Monday Club 
meetings. 

The Yorkshire BNP’s association with 
Monday Club has blown hot and cold over 
the past three or four years. Over a year ago 
MP Nick Budgen, one of the main Tory back- 
bench opponents of Maastricht, addressed a 
Monday Club meeting which was in effect 
controlled by the BNP. As the BNP grew 
more ambitious in its association with this 
bunch of far-right Tories, alarms started to 
sound at Tory party headquarters in London, 
forcing the BNP back out into the cold. 

The Sunday Club was formed to overcome 
this isolation and to open the door to right- 
wing Tories to attend nazi and racist meet- 
ings. The collection of more than 50 nazis 
and ultra Tories who came to hear Tyndall 
was a bit of a mismatch and Sid Carthew, the 
BNP’s Yorkshire regional organiser, had his 
hands full stage-managing the event to ignore 
questions to the fiihrer from some of the more 
psychotic and head-banging BNP members. 

Lying through his teeth, Tyndall created an 
air that smacked of a real foul-up by the BNP 
leadership, when he responded to questions 
about Searchlight’s mole Tim Hepple. 
Tyndall blustered on in his usual pompous 
manner, saying the BNP had been on to 
Hepple from the beginning and that the short 
time Hepple had spent ensconced at the 
party’s national headquarters in Welling had 
not benefited the party’s opponents at all as 
every vital document and paper had been kept 
strictly under lock and key. Oh dear, John, 
you’re going to have a very bad time next 
month when you read Hepple’s story in the 
forthcoming Searchlight booklet, At war with 
society, over your cornflakes in the fihrer 
bunker in Hove. This young man, emulating 
my earlier efforts, has had sight of and been 
able to copy a huge amount of material for 
the anti-fascist movement. A few of the 
BNP’s big election campaign donors might 
think twice about making their “secret” dona- 
tions in future. 


I wonder if Tyndall has actually worked out 
what his politics are these days. The growing 
influence within the BNP of Strasserite third 
positionist ideas must be giving him some 
real problems. The fact that Nick Griffin 
addressed the Croydon branch of the BNP 
recently shows the level of influence these 
ideas are exerting on the BNP. Griffin, a for- 
mer chairman of the National Front, is the 
leader of International Third Position, one of 
two third positionist groups in Britain. The 
other is led by another former NF boss, 
Patrick Harrington. 

The Croydon branch is pivotal in the far 
right. For many years the National Front’s 
headquarters was in that area and its Croydon 
branch was one of the strongest and most 
vocal in what was then a large organisation. 
The wholesale transfer of the old NF branch 
leadership into the BNP and the branch’s suc- 
cess in attracting a number of former very 
active British Movement members has left it 
as a real power base in the BNP. It is also one 
of the main sources of Combat 18’s leader- 
ship, with men like Paul Ballard and John 
Merritt involved. It is no wonder that the 
fiihrer needs to find relief by slinking off to 
Yorkshire to address ultra-Tories. 


Electoral blues 

One of the main problems for fascists who 
stand in elections is that they have to come 
face to face with the electorate. As I reported 
last month, anti-fascists in Hemel Hempstead 
were able to run the local fascist candidates 
and their minders out of town. However I do 
owe an apology to the anti-fascists. I said 
they outnumbered the NF 250 to 30. In fact 
more like 400 anti-fascists took part. 

The votes cast for the handful of fascist and 
nazi candidates around the country show 
there are very few takers for their pernicious 
ideas. Paul Ballard, of the BNP and Combat 
18, had a bit of a problem when he forgot to 
fill in the section of his nomination form ask- 
ing for his party and ended up being put down 
as an independent. He was probably having 
difficulty deciding whether he should put 
BNP or C18. 

Opposition to the fascist candidates came 
in all shapes and forms. I would like to pay 
tribute to the 50 or so Anti-Nazi League

members who ventured into South Oxhey in 
an attempt to stop BNP candidate Peter Illing, 
who just happens to be a very active C18 
member, having it all his own way. Nearly 70 
nazis, mainly from C18, managed to demon- 
strate and the anti-fascists had no chance to 
confront them. But after the police had 
removed the nazis from the area the anti-fas- 
cists gave out thousands of leaflets to local 
shoppers and local homes in the area. The 
derisory vote for Illing shows that they had 
some impact. 

The truth is that the BNP has a real prob- 
lem with elections. Because its membership is 
so small, it cannot mount large-scale opera- 
tions in more than one area at a time. So in 
Colne, in Lancashire, the party could only 
muster about 30 activists and these had to be 
brought in from right across the north of 
England. They were confronted by more than

300 anti-fascists and when they turned up for 
their election rally in a community centre, 
they found it occupied by anti-nazis. Once 
again the BNP ended up in a corner of a field 
behind a heavy police guard. 

Attempts by local BNP organisers to whip 
up local white youths fell flat. One group of 
C18 thugs, who drove up from the Midlands, 
appear to have had some difficulty driving 
their car back again. 

Anti-fascists gave out thousands of leaflets 
informing voters in Colne and nearby Nelson 
of the criminality of the BNP. Shaun 
Crambie, 22, the BNP candidate, is himself 
no stranger to the local courts. In December 
1989 Burnley Crown Court sentenced 
Crambie, who lives in Walton Street, Colne, 
to 12 months in a young offenders’ institution 
after he pleaded guilty to two charges of 
arson and another of theft. 

Anti-fascists in Colne pointed out that peo- 
ple who have served a term of imprisonment 
of three months or more are disqualified 
under the Local Government Act from being 
elected to a county council for five years after 
the sentence. The returning officer told the 
local press that people would have to petition 
the courts after the poll as Crambie was 
already on the ballot paper. 

Crambie’s response shows that he clearly 
knows what it is to be a BNP candidate, He 
told reporters: “The chances of my being 
elected are virtually nil.” Right in one, son. 
He only got 163 votes, but with his back- 
ground he surely has a glowing career ahead 
of him in the BNP. 

Several of the leaflets he issued in the name 
of the BNP appear to be criminally inflamma- 
tory and there is strong local pressure for the 
authorities to prosecute the BNP for incite- 
ment. The party’s presence there has been 
absolutely counter-productive for it, as local 
people are now banding together to organise 
broad-based anti-nazi activity. 
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Racist butchery continues 


around BNP bunker 


Police in southeast London are holding 
two teenagers for the murder of 18- 
year-old Stephen Lawrence, after a 
series of round-ups in the area in 
which several youths were detained 
and questioned. The police said they 
were charging the youths with the 
attack on Stephen Lawrence and an 
attack in March on a young woman in 
the area. 


The killing of Stephen Lawrence has 
caused tremendous outrage among both the 
black and the white communities. It is the 
third murder of a black youngster in the area 
in the past couple of years and one of a dozen 
racial murders nationally in the same period. 
Serious racial attacks in the area have 
spiralled since the British National Party 
opened its headquarters and bookshop there. 

For once the media and politicians appear 
to be paying proper attention to a racial 
murder. Nelson Mandela, president of the 
African National Congress met the parents of 
Stephen Lawrence, during his visit to Britain 
last month. 


Meeting with Mandela 
Neville and Doreen Lawrence met Mr 
Mandela privately in a London hotel. 

Mr Mandela told them: “I know what it 
means to lose a child under such tragic 
circumstances. I’m deeply touched by the 
brutality of this murder. It’s something we are 
all too used to in South Africa where black 
lives are cheap.” 

Stephen Lawrence, an A-level student, was 
waiting with a friend in Well Hall Road, 
Eltham, to catch a bus to his home in 
Plumstead. A gang of four to six white youths 
shouted racial abuse and then one of them 
stabbed Stephen with a large knife. He tried 
to escape, but collapsed on the pavement 200 
yards away and died in hospital. 

Mr Lawrence said: “I would bring back 
hanging for something like this.This is an 
obscene, senseless murder of a decent young 
boy who worked so hard to try to get his 
grades to go to college. 

“This murder has been devastating to my 
family. My wife is under sedation,” he added. 

Police say the attack was carried out 
“without provocation”. Detective Chief 
Superintendent Bill Itsley, heading the 
investigation, said the attack was “outrageous 
and senseless. It appears it is definitely a 
racist murder by remarks made before the 
stabbing,” he explained. 

Somewhat ironically, in view of the failure 
of the police to deal with the epidemic of

We would like to suggest a meeting with you to discuss our 
concerns and any arrangements you may have made to counter these 
potentially violent activities of organised racists, particularly 
in the light of the harassment some of us have been experiencing.

racist attacks in the area, extra police were 
drafted in after the murder to stop possible 
reprisals. 

Woolwich Labour MP John Austin-Walker 
called on Kenneth Clarke, the home secretary, 
to visit the area. “This is the third racist 
stabbing in this area and the community 
needs to be reassured that effective action 
will be taken to combat racial harassment and 
prevent further attacks,” he said 

Rolan Adams, 15, was stabbed to death in 
nearby Thamesmead in February 1991. And 
Rohit Duggal, 16, was also stabbed to death 


last July — only 200 yards from where 
Stephen was killed. 

Austin-Walker also called for Bexley 
council to use its planning powers to close 
down the BNP’s headquarters in Welling. 

He said that the BNP was actively involved 
in inciting racial hatred, but the Attorney 
General had failed to prosecute. 

Since the BNP arrived in the area, racist 
attacks have increased by 140 per cent. The 
Greenwich Action Committee Against Racist 
Attacks says 27 cases of arson were carried 
out by whites against blacks last year. In

addition 297 cases of abuse and 83 assaults 
were reported. 

Five thousand demonstrators marched on 
the BNP headquarters on 8 May in protest at 
Stephen Lawrence’s murder. Violence flared 
during the march and police in riot gear and 
on horseback moved in to disperse crowds of 
demonstrators who were venting their anger 
outside the BNP bunker. 

Fifteen demonstrators were taken to 
hospital. Two police officers were also 
injured and a number of people were arrested. 

Unfortunately the racist poison being 
peddled by certain black would-be politicians 
led to some very ugly scenes, with gangs of 
black youths beating up white anti-fascists. 

One man received a broken nose and arm 
and photographers were menaced and 
assaulted. In addition shop windows were 
smashed in a dash along the shopping street, 
including those of an Indian restaurant and a 
Turkish business, and a small amount of 
looting occurred. 


Attack on the left 


Some hours later, Marc Wadsworth, national 
secretary of the Anti-Racist Alliance, blamed 
“white Trotskyists” for the trouble. He said 
the march organisers, Youth Against Racism 
in Europe and Panther UK, were led by a 
faction of the Militant Tendency. 

While Searchlight is not politically aligned 
to any group and, as readers will know, holds 
little brief for a number of groups on the left, 
Wadsworth’s use of a press that he calls racist 
to attack the left is disgusting. 

In fact Wadsworth had stood the truth on its 
head. He and Lee Jasper, the black 
nationalist, have made the Lawrence family 
virtual prisoners since the tragic loss of their 
son. When Searchlight’s editor met the 
Lawrence family during a broadcast at the 
BBC in London, he found Mrs Lawrence 
deeply distressed and talking about young 
blacks being “ethnically cleansed” by whites. 
With all due respect to Mrs Lawrence in her 
grief, this is a grotesque distortion of what is 
really happening in Britain. The people 
surrounding the Lawrence family at the 
moment and who are trying to keep broad- 
based anti-racist and anti-fascist groups away 
from them are pouring this poison into their 
heads. 

When the violence broke out on the march, 
Wadsworth and Jasper as usual made sure 
they were nowhere near the action. Anti- 
racist activists, both black and white, are 


increasingly coming to the view that 
Wadsworth is more interested in boosting his 
own position and trying to exaggerate the 
amount of racial conflict that is taking place. 
The type of inverse racism peddled by the 
Lee Jaspers of this world results in behaviour 
by some black youths that is little different 
from the antics of followers of the BNP. 

Searchlight has exposed Wadsworth’s 
opportunism before. In April Searchlight 
reported his failure to inform members of 
Anti-Racist Alliance of the theft by Combat 
18 of names and addresses from his home, 
leaving them exposed to danger. 


False claims 

While the World in Action programme on 
Combat 18 was being made, he wrote to Paul 
Condon, the new Commissioner of the 
Metropolitan Police (see left), seeking a 
meeting on a basis that he knew to be false. 
His letter claimed the programme was already 
completed, when not a foot of film had been 
shot. His intervention in running to Scotland 
Yard, trying to gain another bit of publicity 
for himself, could easily have backfired and 
halted production of the programme. 

The Communist Party paper the Morning 
Star should know better than to give space to 
people of Wadsworth’s stridently anti-left 
views. The day after the programme was 
shown it published an interview with him in 
which he declared that black people had been 
the main victims of Combat 18. Again there 
is no evidence to back this statement. The 
majority of the targets of C18’s firebombings 
and assaults have been white. 

The antics of Wadsworth and Jasper and 
the criminal actions of their supporters on the 
demonstration on 8 May resulted in the police 
rerouting a large national march that was to 
go to the BNP headquarters on 15 May. 

Three hundred local traders held a meeting 
in the week between the two marches. They 
included a number of Asians whose 
properties had been attacked. The traders said 
they would barricade the street if the police 
allowed the second demonstration to come 
anywhere near their shops. 

At least two BNP members are thought to 
have been in the audience, which shouted 
down anti-fascist speakers who tried to 
restore some sanity. The irony was that a 
number of the speakers used Wadsworth’s 
outbursts against the left in the press as their 
argument for preventing the march from 
going to the headquarters.

@ECONOMIC LEAGUE DISBANDED 
The Economic League, the right-wing 
vetting agency which kept secret files on 
many thousands of left-wingers and 
trade unionists, is to be disbanded. The 
files will go to a new body set up by the 
League’s director general Stan Hardy 
and Jack Winder, director of information. 

The Birmingham-based “services 
division’, with names of “subversives” 
in the construction industry, has been 
taken over by former director, Ian Kerr. 

The League had secret files on more 
than 30,000 people. The vast majority 
were left-wingers. One file of 10,000 
names contained only 50 fascists. 

The League was supported by more 
than 2,000 companies and had an 
income of over £1 million a year. 
(Guardian 24.4.93) 


@HATE CAMPAIGN IN DERBY 
Race hate stickers have appeared in 
Derby, shortly after the British National 
Party started a recruitment drive. 

They show a white woman, a black 
man and a masked gunman, with the 
words: “Race mixing. You wanna puke 
or maybe cry? How about kill?” 

Mohammed Sadique, chair of the 
Derby Race Equality Council, said: “It’s 
disgusting. They are encouraging people 
to do far more than break windows - 
they are encouraging people to kill.” 

Police seized hundreds of racist 
magazines in a raid on the Derby home 
of Chris Hipkin, the local BNP 
organiser, in early April.

PC Joginder Singh Prem, whose photo was 
used in a police publicity campaign, was 
turned down for promotion to sergeant five 
times in all. 

This was in spite of the fact that he had 
passed the sergeant’s and inspector’s exams. 

When he was rejected for the fourth time, in 
1991, he made a complaint to an industrial 
tribunal. When he was rejected again, in 
1992, he made another complaint. 

Soon afterwards he found himself facing 
disciplinary charges over his investigation of 
an assault. Most of these were later dismissed. 

Although PC Prem was extremely well 
qualified, with a degree in product 
engineering and a postgraduate diploma in 
management studies, he was told that he 
lacked experience or that his English was not 
good enough. 

PC Prem made good all these alleged

@ ASIAN UNDERCLASS REVEALED 

A study of ethnic minorities in Britain 
has shown that some groups, like Asians 
from Uganda and Kenya, have done quite 
well, while others, like Pakistanis and 
Bangladeshis, form an “underclass”, with 
very high levels of unemployment. 

Right-wing pundits have been quick to 
quote the evidence selectively to prove 
that “Britain is not a racist society”. 

Ray Honeyford, using evidence that 
young people from some _ Asian 
communities are getting more jobs in 
management than white young people, 
went on to argue that the Commission for 
Racial Equality should be abolished. 

Based on Labour Force Surveys before 
the 1991 Census, the study found that 
unemployment rates for men of Indian, 
African, Asian and Chinese origin were 
similar to whites. The rate for Afro- 
Caribbeans was twice as high and three 
time for Pakistanis and Bangladeshis.

deficiencies by obtaining wide experience and 
by taking an O level English course. At the 
same time, white officers who had only two 
years’ experience were promoted. 

Dan Crompton, the Chief Constable, has 


now admitted that there were “unfair 
documents” in PC Prem’s file and_ that 
officers had been’ given an “unfair 


impression” of him. He has promised to 
remove all unsubstantiated complaints from 
the file. 

PC Prem’s case is worrying because it 
shows that little has changed since the 
Nottinghamshire police paid £30,000 
damages for race discrimination to a Sikh 
constable, Surinder Singh, and two sergeants 
two years ago. 

The equal opportunities policy set up then 
is clearly not working. His case also casts 
light on the racist subculture among police 
officers and its toleration by senior officers. 

PC Prem, now one of 45 black officers in 
the 2,700-strong Nottinghamshire force, says 
he faced discrimination from when he joined 
the police 10 years ago. 

He said that during the training course 
officers received a lecture from a Commission

for Racial Equality official. After the official 
left, one of the training officers said: “We 
don’t want a black bastard coming here to tell 
us what to do.” 

Later, at official briefings, he was referred 
to as “towel head”, while Afro-Caribbean 
officers were referred to as “chocolate drops”. 
Officers openly favoured deportation of black 
people on the grounds that they were 
allegedly responsible for violent crime. 

In 1987 racist leaflets appeared in the 
pigeon holes of ethnic minority officers, 
reading: “Give the traitors a nightmare. Kick 
the fucking niggers and Pakis out. They can 
eat bananas in their homeland.” 

The Nottinghamshire Constabulary has 
improved its image greatly since then, with a 
series of arrests of Combat 18 and British 
National Party activists. 

The three officers who turned up at a fancy 
dress party late last year dressed in full Klan 
regalia immediately found themselves in hot 
water and a file was sent to the Director of 
Public Prosecutions. 

Unfortunately the DPP has decided to take 
no action, but the officers now face internal 
disciplinary proceedings.

Britain’s secret slaves 


Many overseas domestic servants in 
Britain suffer physical and sexual 
abuse from employers. If they leave the 
employer with whom they came to 
Britain, they risk instant deportation. 

Anti Slavery International and Kalayaan, an 
organisation campaigning on behalf of foreign 
domestic servants, has just produced a report 
called Britain’s Secret Slaves. 

A survey of 250 domestic servants found 
almost 90 per cent suffered psychological 
abuse, such as being shouted at, or humiliated 
in front of their employer’s children. Most 
were denied proper meals, made to sleep in 
the hall, kitchen, or toilet, and were not paid 
as promised. One in three suffered physical 
abuse and almost nine per cent sexual abuse. 


Most employers confiscated their passports. 
An estimated 20,000 overseas domestic 
servants enter under a concession which 
allows foreign visitors to bring in domestic 
staff. The report says the government should 
give domestic servants the right to change 
employers and to settle here after four years. 
Lord Hylton, a supporter of human rights 
for domestic servants, said: “Proper protection 
is urgently needed. It is time to right thsee 
wrongs The government must give overseas 
domestic servants, often women who are the 
principal bread winner of the family, a status 
which recognising they are workers.”

...and so do Tube staff 


Twenty black managers have been 
awarded a total of more than £60,000 
after London Underground admitted 
discrimination. The men’s case was 
supported by the Commission for 
Racial Equality. 


The introduction of a performance-related 
pay scheme in 1988 led to the discrimination. 
Only named employees were eligible for 
performance-related pay and in many cases 
junior white employees were favoured at the 
expense of more experienced black workers. 

Tony Garner, 53, who has now left London 
Underground after 29 years’ service, said: 
“The managers selected who they wanted and 
if their face fitted. Unfortunately the majority 
whose faces fitted were white. 

“Promotion did not depend on seniority or 
ability to do the job. The crunch came when 
we discovered newly promoted white 
managers were getting more money than we 
were. We were training chaps who were 
earning more than we were.” 

When the new scheme was introduced, 


London Underground tried to _ use 
psychometric tests, which have been ruled 
discriminatory and illegal in the United States. 

All but one of the 20 managers, who have 
served an average of 30 years, have now left 
London Underground, disillusioned by the 
discrimination. 

Those who left will receive £3,150 each. 
The one who remains, Wilphere Ellington, 
will receive £2,500 and an increased salary. 

The industrial tribunal ordered’ London 
Underground to supply the CRE with details 
of awards made under the scheme from now 
on, so that it can be properly monitored. 

Tony Garner said he felt very bitter about 
the way he had been treated. “Although 
London Underground has apologised, I 
believe discrimination continues.” 

Bill Morris, general secretary of the 
Transport and General Workers union, 
described the case as a “picture of shame” for 
contemporary Britain. “Today there are 
thousands of black people suffering similar 
discrimination, unseen and unheard by the 
world outside their workplace,” he added. 


Wiltshire’s racist bullies 


An eight-year-old Trowbridge girl is 
being kept at home after verbal abuse 
and attacks at school. Semira Jenkins, 
who is black, has been bullied since she 
moved to Staverton primary school in 
October. 


She has had her T-shirt cut with a pair of 
scissors and her PE kit hidden. Her mother, 
who found 50 pins in the little girl’s coat, 
said: “It is like a nightmare and she cries 
herself to sleep at night. The whole family is 
devastated by it.” 

The board of governors met to consider the 
case, but the chairman, the Rev Richard 
Hicks, said “no substantiated evidence of 
incidents of bullying have been produced.” 


Mrs Craddock, the headmistress, said that 
she did not wish to comment. 

Last year a Swindon woman obtained a 
court injunction after seven years of 
harassment from her neighbour. 

The woman, aged 46, who did not want to 
be named, lives with her 67-year-old mother 
in a council house. 

Her neighbour has shouted racial abuse, 
thrown stones at her and her cats, grabbed her 
by the wrist and thrown her to the ground, 
kicked down her fence panels and telephoned 
her at work using a false name. He also threw 
a bucket of dirty water over her. 

Swindon police refused to get involved on 
the grounds that it was a dispute between 
neighbours. 


Sheffield housing estates 
suffer growing race attacks 


Somali families on a Sheffield housing 
estate have won their fight to be 
rehoused after suffering over a year of 
harassment. 


The council has taken out a county court 
injunction against a tenant on the Manor 
estate, demanding that he stop harassment of 
Somali people. If he breaks the injunction he 
risks going to jail. 

The council is also seeking to evict the 
tenant concerned. 

On another estate, in Shiregreen, a 
Bangladeshi family has asked to be rehoused 
after suffering months of attacks. 

Masoz Akhtar, 21, her husband Arshad 
Mamood and their two young children are 
virtually under siege. 

Their windows have been smashed on 
several occasions, racist abuse has been 


painted on their house, their fence has been 
torn down and excrement has been pushed 
through their letterbox. 

In Darnall, Bangladeshi youths have fought 
back against gangs of white youths. Other 
problems include racist graffiti and louts 
demanding free meals at Indian and Chinese 
takeaways. 

Sheffield Racial [Equality Council is 
compiling a dossier on the Sheffield housing 
department, with a view to requesting an 
investigation by the Commission for Racial 
Equality. 

Dr Debjani Chatterjee, principal racial 
equality officer with the Sheffield REC, said: 
“Racial harassment is on the increase in 
Sheffield. Everyone has got to say ‘enough is 
enough’ and we’re getting fed up with a small 
minority of people making life miserable for 
some people in Sheffield.”

@THORNBURY SIEGE 
The Anti-Nazi League has submitted a 
600-strong petition condemning an 
attack on a Bristol restaurant. 

The attack, on the Moghul restaurant 
in Thornbury, took place on 26 March. 
Some 15 youths started the trouble, 
shouting abuse and throwing a bottle 
through a window. Later the restaurant 
was besieged by a 70-strong mob, with 
staff and customers trapped inside. 

The Anti-Nazi League responded by 
holding a mass petitioning in Thornbury 
shopping centre on 3 April. 

Euro-MP Ian White, who received the 
petition, said: “I am proud of the 
response of the people of Thornbury to 
this outrage. The scoundrels who 
perpetrated these crimes need _ to 


understand that racism has no place in a 
civilised society.”

@HOMELESS' FAMILIES’ LOSE 
RIGHTS 

Many homeless immigrant families have 
lost the right to housing after a Court of 
Appeal judgment. 

The court ruled that local councils do 
not have to house people who were 
allowed into the country on_ the 
condition that they had no recourse to 
public funds. The Appeal Court judges 
also said that investigation of a homeless 
person’s immigration status could be 
carried out by a local authority. 

The test case, concerning 12 families, 
was taken to the Appeal Court by Tower 
Hamlets council, which has a very poor 
record for housing black people. 

The Tower Hamlets Homeless Families 
Campaign, which has been campaigning 
against the Liberal Democrat council’s 
policies, said: “This is a further 
development of the council’s racist 
policies to the black community in 
general and _ homeless families in 
particular. We are going to be 
encouraging the families to appeal to the 
House of Lords. And we will put as 
much pressure on the council as possible 
to reverse this racist policy.” 

The Tower Hamlets case was opposed 
by the Department of the Environment, 
whose Code of Guidance’ on 
homelessness states that information on 


immigration status should remain 
confidential.

The following month Searchlight exposed 
Murphy’s involvement in the Aryan 
Resistance Movement. Searchlight gained 
their displeasure by naming not only Blundell 
and Murphy but also Magnus “Max” 
Wagegg, a former nazi soldier now living in 
Birmingham, who has been well known in 
British nazi circles for many years. 

Blundell had already upset his parents by 
his association with nazis and soon departed 
from his parents’ home in a suburb of 
Birmingham, where he had been living, for 
the loving arms of the would-be nazi fiihrerin 
in Coventry. No doubt Wagegg had better 
sense than to give house room to this little rat 
in his home in Malmesbury Road, 
Birmingham. 


old, is believed to have been a part-time driv- 
er for the Royal Mail service between two 
Midlands airports, until his employers learned 
of his extremist politics and sacked him. 

However it was not until Searchlight’s 
exposure of the activities of the BNP and 
other nazi groups in the civil service that Ms 
Murphy’s job with the DSS was revealed. 

Despite her appearance at a number of BNP 
gatherings and at the Blood and Honour dis- 
aster at Waterloo last summer, her union and 
fellow employees appeared relieved when she 
agreed to sign a piece of paper declaring that 
she was no longer engaged in nazi activities. 
Why they were prepared to believe this nazi 
is inexplicable. 

Murphy, now 26, has been employed in the 
civil service since she left school at 16. 
Before young Adrian came onto the scene, 
she was the girlfriend of one of the members 
of Skrewdriver, the top nazi skinhead band. 
Her dress and hair styles, show her adherence 
to the politics of the nazi skinhead cults. 

Right after Searchlight exposed Wagegg, 
we began to get hate mail some of which can 
only be described as clinically psychotic. 

Searchlight believes that around the same 
time other people were singled out for hate 
mail and worse, including a vicious attack on 
a woman by a man wearing a ski mask and an 
attempt to run down a woman with a car. 

Searchlight has passed one of the letters 
received to the parliamentary Home Affairs 
Committee of Inquiry into Racist Attacks and 
Harassment. Some of the others are repro- 
duced here.

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The missing honour of Ahmed Rami 


hmed Rami, the notorious 
antisemitic editor of the now 
defunct Radio Islam, has 
appeared in court again in Stockholm. 
The difference this time was that he 
was not the defendant but the plaintiff. 


The latest chapter of the Rami epic began 
last year when Expressen, Sweden’s largest 
evening paper, published an exposure of 
Rami’s background, which he claimed was 
“damaging to his reputation”. He followed up 
his accusation by bringing libel charges 
against the paper. 

Rami was correct in one sense. The story 
was damaging to his reputation, or at least 
what was left of his reputation following his 
earlier convictions for disseminating anti- 
Jewish hatred in his Radio Islam broadcasts. 
His problem was that the Expressen story was 
also accurate. 

The trial has left Rami not only with no 
honour, but with a rapidly shrinking cast of 
supporters among neo-nazi racists and revi- 
sionist historians. 


Left-wing revolutionary... 


Rami has travelled a rather odd route to his 
current notoriety. His biography, as he tells it, 
reads like a Ludlum novel. Born in Morocco, 
Rami became part of the anti-Hassan opposi- 
tion in the early 1960s and went on to join the 
Moroccan armed forces, which he considered 
‘a key factor in the coming revolution”. 

Our boy soldier did well and was promoted 
to lieutenant in command of a tank regiment. 
Biding his time, he quietly organised radical 
opposition inside the army. 

The moment he had been waiting for 
arrived in the early 1970s, when Rami met 
and joined forces with General Oufkir, then 
chief of Morocco’s armed forces and minister 
of defence. Oufkir became a confidant of the 
young revolutionaries and together they plot- 
ted to overthrow King Hassan II and bring 
about democracy in Morocco. 

But the conspiracy was betrayed. Oufkir 
was murdered and all the plotters were exe- 
cuted. Rami alone managed to escape from 
Morocco and, following a series of adven- 
tures, eventually ended up in Sweden where 
he was granted political asylum. A key ele- 
ment in Rami’s application for asylum was 
his claim that he had been sentenced to death 
in his absence in Morocco. 

Posing as a left-winger, Rami went on to 
become a respected “spokesman” for the 
Moroccan opposition in exile. He often 
appeared in this role in the media in 1970s 
and early 1980s. An apparent passionate 
defender of democracy, Rami formed the 
Swedish-Islamic Association in order to pro- 
mote friendship and understanding between 
the Swedish and Islamic peoples. 

Thus Rami was able to boast of an impres- 
sive biography, summed up in a recent book 
exposing Radio Islam, as: “a left-wing hero in 
the struggle for freedom and democracy; a 
respectable anti-fascist; a passionate oppo- 
nent against racism, imperialism and econom- 
ic exploitation; a spokesman for the 
oppressed people and for the Palestinians’ 
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Sweden’s top nazi revisionist

quest for self determination.” Add his death 
sentence and it is easy to understand why 
Rami received such attention and respect in 
his early days in Sweden. 


Or nazi revisionist 


But Ahmed Rami is no more a hero than 
Julius Streicher, Hitler’s notorious antisemitic 
propagandist. Indeed the first Radio Islam 
trial revealed that Rami often quoted 
Streicher hate propaganda from Der Stiirmer, 
Streicher’s comic-style paper. 

Using the Swedish Islamic Association as a 
vehicle, Rami launched Radio Islam in 1987. 
Broadcasting on a public access channel, the 
station soon became a mouthpiece for the 
nastiest anti-Jewish propaganda since the sec- 
ond world war. 

Soon after the first broadcasts, the Swedish 
Committee against Antisemitism sounded the 
alarm bells. Individuals such as the former 
Liberal party chair Per Ahlmark and Jackie 
Jacubowski, an editor of the Swedish Jewish 
Chronicle, wasted no time in exposing 
Rami’s links with the nazi revisionist scene. 
But for a long time their warnings attracted 
little attention. When they called for Rami to 
be prosecuted, they got little support from the 
majority of Sweden’s political establishment. 
Perhaps nobody could believe that a left-wing 
Moroccan political refugee could be a covert 
nazi propagandist. 

Nailing Ahmed Rami was a slow process 
and the Swedish Committee against 
Antisemitism was left alone to gather the 
incriminating evidence. Its work paid off in 
1989, when Rami was finally sentenced to six 
months in jail. 

The sentence did not deter Rami from con- 
tinuing his racist activities. By 1990 Radio 
Islam was back on the air with Rami as an 
editor, but with a new publisher — a local odd- 
ball recruited from the fascist Swedish 
National League — acting as front man and 
fall guy. Again Radio Islam was convicted 
and this time Rami decided to call it a day. In 
October 1992 he announced that the station 
would stop broadcasting. 

Evidence of Ahmed Rami’s links with 
international nazism have emerged gradually. 
At first Rami’s nazi chums seemed hesitant to 
accept him as one of their own. “After all, 
Rami is but a dirty Arab,” to quote a leading 
member of the fascist Sweden Democrats. 

However, following his first trial in 1989, 
even the most retarded nazis began to realise 
what a propaganda asset they had in Rami. 
He was soon openly embraced bymany racist 
groups, including the Sweden Democrats and 
its grey eminence Leif Zeilon. Rami has also 
been increasingly cosy with the terrorist-ori- 
entated so-called Storm Network, which has 
lent him veteran hoods to act as his minders. 


But Rami’s core of supporters is to be 
found among the international nazi jet-setters 
abroad. A key supporter is the French 
Auschwitz liar Robert Faurisson, who has 
ensured for him a place of prominence with 
the US based Institute for Historical Review. 
Other supporters include German nazis Bela 
Ewald Althans and Karl Phillip. Phillip was 
officially appointed Radio Islam’s correspon- 
dent in Germany in 1991. 


The con man 


Rami’s career over the past 20 years is based 
firmly on his background in Morocco. His 
“political struggle” in the 1960s and 1970s, 
his participation in the 1972 attempted coup 
d’état and, indeed, his death sentence are all 
elements that he has used to build his political 
prestige and credibility. 

But his reputation as a former freedom 
fighter has crashed following Expressen’s 
revelation that his adventures as an anti- 
Hassan rebel took place only in his own head. 
With hindsight it seems incredible that a pub- 
lic figure like Rami has been able to get away 
with what is no more than a con trick for two 
decades without anyone ever questioning his 
credentials. 

The Rami story has appeared in numerous 
magazines and papers both in Sweden and 
abroad. Rami’s own autobiography boasts of 
his daring exploits in the Moroccan under- 
ground. 

Not until Expressen sent one of its top 
reporters, Christel Persson, to Morocco to dig 
out some background on Rami for the 1992 
trial of Radio Islam was the truth discovered. 
She was surprised at not finding any track 
record of Rami and could not find his name 
among the numerous death sentences passed 
on anti-Hassan rebels after the 1972 coup. In 
fact no record of any trial of Rami could be 
located and the Moroccan authorities were 
markedly uninterested in his whereabouts. 

What finally emerged was a completely 
different picture. A warrant for Rami’s arrest 
for “participating in the conspiracy against 
King Hassan” was issued in September 1974, 
almost a year after Rami had first told his 
saga to the international media. But the most 
serious charge against him was “peacetime 
desertion from the armed forces”. The 
Moroccan lack of interest in Rami is under- 
lined by the fact that the only action resulting 
from this warrant was that it was posted on 
the door of his last known address in 
Morocco and in the town hall. Since the time 
limit for his offence has long since run out, he 
will have no problems returning to his home- 
land — if they let him in. 


Buttling for Oufkir 


Christel Persson finally found a few people 
who remembered Rami and could testify that 
he actually knew General Oufkir, but not as a 
revolutionary hero or co-conspirator. Rami, 
they said, was a very minor army figure who 
worked as Oufkir’s butler, bag carrier and 
general dogsbody. 

This revelation was probably the reason 
why Rami sued Expressen for libel. While he 
has no problem with being described as a 


Jew-hater and admirer of Adolf Hitler, being 
exposed as a butler was a different matter. It 
struck at the very heart of his painstakingly 
constructed image of himself. Allowing it to 
pass would be an admission of its truth and 
would expose him as a liar and a fraud among 
his nazi chums. 

So Rami went to court. He spoke well and 
at length. He produced a mass of documents, 
which, however, proved nothing. Instead the 
trial gave Expressen’s lawyer, Peter 
Danowsky, ample opportunity to cut Rami’s 
story to pieces. His concluding speech was 
probably one of the most devastating state- 
ments ever heard in a Stockholm court. 

When the talking was done, very little was 
left of Rami’s credibility and it took the jury 
only ten minutes to make up their minds. 
Rami lost on all counts and was sent packing. 


Police informer 


One must ask how Rami could possibly have 
kept up his story for so long without being 
questioned, particularly as he has become a 
household name as Sweden’s most famous 
nazi revisionist. And since other Moroccans 
in Sweden think very little of Rami, why did 
they not step forward and object? 

Part of the answer may be that Rami is an 
expert con man. He can be very charming and 
convincing, which also makes him dangerous 
as a nazi revisionist. Once he got into the 
position of “spokesman”, however informal- 
ly, Rami was in a position of some power in 
the tiny Moroccan community in Sweden. 

But as Searchlight can now reveal there 
may be another dimension to the Rami phe- 
nomenon. It is quite possible that Rami has 
been working as an informer for the Swedish 
security police. 

Because of his military background in 
Morocco, Rami was questioned at length 
when he first arrived in Sweden, not by the 
immigration authorities, but by the security 
police. The transcript of the interview, which 
took place on 14 November 1973, is still 
stamped secret. It was signed by detective Alf

Karlsson, who later became known as a key 
figure in the anti-terrorist unit which has 
hounded numerous’ innocent political 
refugees. 

Obviously there were a few awkward ques- 
tions. For example, when Rami was asked 
how he, as a known political opponent of 
King Hassan, was allowed to enter the mili- 
tary, he replied: “General Oufkir was in oppo- 
sition to the king and facilitated the recruiting 
of young revolutionaries.” This is utter non- 
sense; at the time Rami entered the army 
General Oufkir was one of King Hassan’s 
closest associates and in charge of putting 
down any opposition. 

During his questioning, Rami fed the police 
the story that he was the sole survivor of the 
1972 plotters. Of course there was nobody to 
contradict him. 

However, when told that there were other 
Moroccans in Sweden asking for political 
asylum under “exactly the same conditions as 
Rami”, he became upset. Suddenly there were 
people around to question his credibility. His 
response according to the police file was: 

“Rami forcefully declares that there are no 

other survivors but him who took part in 

the preparations for and executing of the 
coup against King Hassan on 16 August 

1972. Should someone come forward with 

such a story, that person is a fraud, and 

Rami is willing to assist the Swedish police 

to prove the inaccuracy in that person’s 

statements. It is important to Rami to be 
able to make clear that the ‘frauds’ who 
give false information about [the Moroccan 
coup] are unmasked, since they would hurt 

Rami’s possibilities of getting a fair 

hearing.” 

In other words, the secret police document 
reveals that Rami blatantly offered to become 
a police informer and spy on his own coun- 
trymen in order to weed out “real refugees 
from frauds”. According to the security 
police, Rami’s offer to spy on refugees was 
rejected, but since when has an intelligence 
organisation ever revealed its assets? One 
source, now retired from the police, says 
Rami did indeed “help the police”, but refus- 
es to elaborate. 

Whatever the case, if Rami was helping the 


police to weed out “false political refugees”, 
he was in a unique position to damage anyone 
who could dispute his story. One can only 
shudder to think that honest Moroccan politi- 
cal refugees might have turned to him for 
help and advice, only to find themselves 
turned out of the country as a result. 


Boot Boys on parade 


Easter brought a sizeable number of 
Norway’s home-grown nazi skinheads 
from the so-called Boot Boys out of the 
woodwork for a parade through the streets 
of Hgnefoss, north of Oslo. 

Openly brandishing nazi flags and the 
now-requisite baseball bats, the boneheads 
trailed their coats through the town’s empty 
streets, covering the walls of local build- 
ings with graffiti and race-hate slogans as 
they went. 

Though police observed the boneheads’ 
contribution to culture in H@nefoss, it was 
two hours after the march that they took the 
names of those involved. Among items 
confiscated was a loaded pistol carried by 
one of the women taking part in the bone- 
head procession. 

Encouraged by the Hgnefoss experience, 
two weeks later nazi skins, this time from 
Tgnsberg, were on the move again. Their 
target was an anti-racist demonstration in 
the south Norway city of Larvik. However, 
before they could even enter the city, the 
whole 19-strong gang was grabbed by 
police, who confiscated numerous weapons 
including chains, knives and clubs, before 
telling the boneheads to leave. 

The group was not deterred, however, 
and turned up in Larvik again, with rein- 
forcements, as part of a plan to attack the 
trade unions’ traditional May Day demon- 
stration. Again police prevented the attack. 

The skinheads are part of a hitherto 
unknown group calling itself Aryan 
Brothers, it has been learned recently. They 
have started to arrange recruiting cam- 
paigns and “education evenings” for 
younger members. 


From our Norwegian correspondent 
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he murder of Chris Hani, a 
leader of the South African 
Communist Party, has turned 

the spotlight on a shadowy network of 

international connections between the 

South African racist right and ultra- 

right Conservatives and fascists in both 

Britain and Germany. 


Hani was shot by Janusz Walus, 4 member 
of the Afrikaner Resistance Movement 
(AWB). Walus was supplied with the murder 
weapon by Clive Derby-Lewis, a South 
African Conservative Party MP and a mem- 
ber of the South African president’s consulta- 
tive council. 

The murder weapon was among those 
stolen by nazi “folk-hero” Piet Rudolph in a 
raid on an airbase in Pretoria in 1990. 
Rudolph recently admitted to the press that he 
had “distributed the weapons to the white 
race”. 

Derby-Lewis has extensive international 
extreme-right links, especially with John 
Tyndall’s British National Party and the 
Holocaust revisionist David Irving. He is 
president of the Western Goals Institute, the 
international far-right group. He was given 
the job after Major Roberto D’ Abuisson, the 
boss of the El Salvador death squads and a far 
right group, died in February 1992. 

The Monday Club and Western Goals have 
figured prominently in Derby-Lewis’s tours 
of Britain. Lord Sudley has hosted receptions 
for the visiting right-winger at the House of 
Lords and Andrew Hunter is one of several 
friends of South Africa in the House of 
Commons who has made him welcome. 

Among other shadowy groups who also 
appear to know the Derby-Lewis gang are the 
Conservative Revolutionary Caucus, an outfit 
in which former leading National Front mem- 
bers, like Steven Brady, and former leading 
Monday Club and Western Goals members 
are busy. Another key player in this group is 
Alan Harvey, the editor of the South African 
Patriot, which is used as a bridge between 
South African fascists, British racists and 
Ulster loyalists. 

Ultra-right Conservatives and fascists in 
Britain joined far right loyalists, including 
shadowy intelligence operatives, to try to 
smear the name of the ANC by claiming the 
ANC had links with the Provisional IRA. 
This dirty-tricks game suffered a serious set- 
back when a major British newspaper was 
forced to settle a libel claim out of court when 
it named an innocent party as being part of 
this non-existent liaison. But the smear cam- 
paign has not stopped.

Arthur Kemp, one of the people arrested 
for Hani’s murder on 10 April alongside 
Walus, had links with German fascists, it has 
been learned. He had written for the nazi 
journal Nation und Europa and advocated 
bomb terror at a seminar in Coburg in April 
1992. 

Of more significance is evidence of a defi- 
nite trail leading back to Helmut Kohl’s coali- 
tion partner, the Bavarian Christian Social 
Union (CSU), which has been accused of 
channelling funds and arms to pro-apartheid 
elements. 

South African sources told the information 
bulletin Germany Alert that Theo Waigel, 
leader of the CSU leader and Germany’s 
finance minister, had personally arranged for 
Lucas M Mangope, the dictator of the African 
homeland of Bophutswana, to allow cash to 
be funnelled to organisations including the 
AWB. Mangope, who had previously backed 
the ANC, is estimated to have received mil- 
lions of German Marks by way of dummy 
companies since he did an about-face and 
became one of the ANC’s most vitriolic 
enemies. 

It has also been alleged in Johannesburg 
that Walus himself had held meetings with 
CSU members, who also met leaders of South 
Africa’s virulently racist Conservative Party. 

While much attention is rightly being given 
to Derby-Lewis’s British links, it is signifi- 
cant that the murder investigation team is 
being assisted by a German policeman as well 
as two British police officers in a bid to 
uncover what has been labelled as an “inter- 
national racist plot”. 

It is understood that the investigation 
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already extends to covert funding of the 
Conservative Party and at least one violent 
neo-nazi group by a CSU foundation. 

In the wake of Hani’s murder, the South 
African ultra-right has united to found a so- 
called Afrikaaner People’s Front in a desper- 
ate bid to stop the final dismantling of white 
domination. 

The Afrikaaner People’s Front is an assem- 
bly of more than 20 of South Africa’s 40 to 
50 fascist and racist extremist groups. Also in 
the new white supremacist alliance are gener- 
als in the South African army and members 
of the police and secret services. 

The position of the main nazi group, the 
AWB, remains unclear, however. While all 
the groups on the right, including the 
Conservative Party and the Afrikaaner 
People’s Union, stand for an all-white Boer 
Republic, there are big rifts over the location 
of its boundaries. 

The AWB wants the frontiers to be those of 
the last century: Transvaal, the Orange Free 
State and Natal. Others on the right argue for 
the possession of the entire region south of 
the equator. 

The AWB currently claims more than 

100,000 members, which is an exaggeration. 
Hani’s murder may be a sign that it will now 
stake a claim to the leadership of everyone 
who is determined to prevent the ANC’s 
accession to power. 
M Joe Slovo, another senior ANC official, 
was the target of an assassination attempt in a 
similar style to that of Chris Hani. In this 
case it was a right-wing Hungarian immi- 
grant who was reported to be the would-be 
assassin. 


From Bonn to the Baltic 
Germany looks east 


German neo-nazis are expanding their 
field of political operations across the 
entire former Soviet bloc. As well as 
the former German territories of 
Silesia in Poland and the Sudetenland 
in the Czech Republic, the nazis have 
spread their wings into the Baltic 
states, the Ukraine and the former 
USSR. 


The nazi activities run closely parallel to, 
and draw encouragement from, an increasing- 
ly interventionist stance by Helmut Kohl’s 
government and may even be partly financed 
by German taxpayers via massive state pay- 
ments to German exile organisations. 

Key figures in the new nazi Drang nach 
Osten are Frank Hiibner, 27, former fiihrer of 
the now outlawed Deutsche Alternative, Bela 
Ewald Althans, a member of the Gesinnungs- 
gemeinschaft der Neue Front, and Manfred 
Roeder, a convicted terrorist and friend of the 
British National Party. 

In January, Hiibner boasted to reporters 
from the respectable German nationalist news 
weekly Der Spiegel that he was in the midst 
of making plans for a trip to Russia and the 
Ukraine with visits to Kiev and Moscow in 
particular. 

The choice of Kiev is not accidental. 
Several nazi publications, including the 
5,000-circulation “theoretical” —_ journal 
Europa Vorn, are printed on the presses of the 
Ukrainian fascist Pamyat movement. This 
cooperation comes out of a deal made in 1991 
with the Ukrainian journal Pamyatki Ukrainy, 
which has an estimated circulation of around 
100,000. 

Kiev acts like a magnet to an assortment of 
German fascists and nazis. Among recent vis- 
itors have been Franz Schénhuber, the former 
Waffen-SS man who leads the Republikaner 
Partei. On his visit to the city in 1992 he held 
meetings with Petro Rosumny, deputy leader 
of the ultra-right Ukrainian Republican Party, 
whose ideology embraces both outright fas- 
cism and Christian fundamentalism. 

Significantly, the URP supports the 
Republikaner demands for a purely German 
Germany and is a direct throwback to the 
political flotsam and jetsam who extended a 
warm welcome to Hitler’s hordes when they 
marched into the former USSR in 1942. 

But the Ukrainian links are only a small 
corner of the picture. A more important goal 
is Moscow and the establishment of collabo- 
ration with the myriad of nationalist fanatics 
and nazis who shelter under the umbrella of 
Pamyat and other political groups and parties. 

Both the electoral and street active wings of 
the German nazi scene have busied them- 
selves in this, making a complete somersault 
in nazi ideological perceptions. In their search 
for potential allies against the USA, the 
German nazis have elevated Slavs, hitherto 
described as “sub-human” in the fascist lexi- 


con, into honorary Aryans “of the eastern 
racial type”. Thus they can now sit comfort- 
ably with Russians and feel no pangs of con- 
science about violating Hitler’s prescription 
of Slav “racial inferiority”. 

Hiibner is not the only nazi chief to wear a 
path to Moscow and St Petersburg. Ewald 
Althans disappeared eastwards in November 
last year after being “outed” in a Germany 
gay magazine. Whether his visit had been 
planned, or whether it was out of expediency 
because of reports that some of his nazi 
friends had a bullet with his name on it, is 
still not known. 

What is certain is that Althans, then still 
being financed by Ernst Ziindel, the notorious 
nazi and revisionist, had an _ extensive 
itinerary, holding meetings with fascists in 
Kaliningrad (the former East Prussian capital 
of K6nigsberg) and St Petersburg. 

Another nazi who has dived head first into 
the former USSR is Gerhard Frey the 59- 
year-old leader of the Deutsche Volksunion 
(DVU), which is reputed to have at least 
23,000 members. Frey, whose nazi press 
empire includes the 100,000-circulation 


weekly papers Deutsche Nationalzeitung and 
Deutsche Wochenzeitung, has already struck 
up a strong rapport with the Russian Liberal

Democratic Party (LDP) which, despite its 
name, has little to do with liberalism and even 
less to do with democracy. 

The LDP is a fully-fledged fascist party 
whose central campaigning themes are rabid 
antisemitism and defence of a “white 
Europe”. Its leader, Vladimir Zhirinovsky, 
who polled more than six million votes in the 
Russian presidential election in 1991, is 
already in bed with Frey, who has been 
deeply impressed by Zhirinovsky’s state-

ments that “racial and cultural mixing are 
genocide”. 

So impressed was Frey that he invited 
Zhirinovsky to speak at a DVU rally held in 
Miihlhausen in eastern Germany last August. 
Frey’s usual top international guest is the 
British Holocaust revisionist David Irving. 
The invitation to Zhirinovsky clearly indi- 
cates a change in the DVU’s priorities. 

According to Der Spiegel, Zhirinovsky was 
greeted with acclaim by the 500-strong audi- 
ence who had turned out to hear a discussion 
under the title “Germany and Russia — 
Enemies for ever?” What especially enthused 
the assembled nazis was Zhirinovsky’s 
promise that “the question of northeast 
Prussia and Kaliningrad” would “through 
mutual aid soon be resolved ... at all events 
as Germany wants it”. 

Kaliningrad is greatly exercising the minds 
of the German nazis, who are benefiting 
directly from the German government’s poli- 
cy of encouraging resettlement there by eth- 
nic Germans from the Russian Volga region. 
German media reports indicate that as many 
as 600 German families a month are arriving 
there in what appears to be a “take-over” by 
instalments. The settlers can count on gener- 
ous German government aid, both moral and 
financial, and in recent months organised 
neo-nazis have registered their own presence 
as “helpers”. 

The fascist Kaliningrad campaign got under 
way in earnest in March last year with a big 
paid advertisement in the authoritative right- 
wing Frankfurter Allgemeine Zeitung. 
Headed “Freedom for KG6nigsberg”, it 
demanded “‘a German administration in north- 
east Prussia”. 

The advertisement, which cost at least 
£4,500, was signed by an organisation calling 
itself “Unitas Germanica”, based in Stuttgart. 
Unitas Germanica is in fact the cover name 
for the publishers of the 35,000-circulation 
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A map of Germany in a leaflet published by an expellee’s organisation. The map is described as 
Germany with its valid international frontiers. The shaded area is described as militarily occu- 
pied German territories under Polish, Soviet or Czech administration. Parts of Denmark, 
Belgium, France, Italy Slovenia, Hungary and Poland are shown as territories annexed since 
1919 in violation of the principle of self determination. The leaflet says these areas must be 
renegotiated. The expellees’s organisations receive German government funds 


Kaliningrad operation is 
Walter Ochensberger, the 
recently-arrested Austrian 
nazi, revisionist and anti- 
semite. In a letter to his wife, 
dated 21 February, from his 
prison cell in Kiel, where he 
was arrested en route from 
Latvia, Ochensberger com- 
plains that the newly-arrived 
ethnic Germans “will be 
treated as second-class citi- 
zens” ... by “their drunken 
Russian rulers.” 

In a second letter, dated 
22 February, Ochensberger 
calls for immediate funds to 
be sent to Kaliningrad to buy 
photocopying machines and 
printing equipment to facili- 
tate the production of propa- 
ganda material for distribu- 
tion among the German pop- 
ulation there. 

The intentions of the neo- 
nazis are obvious: to set up 
widespread agitation for 
renewed German rule in 
Kaliningrad as a springboard 
to a reconquest or annexa- 
tion of the entire former ter- 
ritory of East Prussia. 
Kaliningrad is the foot in the 
door. 

Here they find tacit 
encouragement from _ the 
Kohl government, which is 


monthly national revolutionary newspaper 
Junge Freiheit, whose editorial circle encom- 
passes representatives from every segment of 
the German nazi right, including former 
activists of the REP and Wiking Jugend, and 
which functions as a bridge to rightist ele- 
ments in Helmut Kohl’s Christian Democratic 
Union. 

Junge Freiheit propagates consistently the 
politics of revived German imperialism and 
Grossdeutschland. When Germany’s treaty 
with Poland was signed after much dithering 
by Kohl, the paper organised a spectacular 
stunt in which two planes flew over Bonn 
trailing massive streamers with the messages 
“Renunciation is treason” (referring to 
German claims in the East) and “Silesia stays 
ours”. 

The propaganda gimmick was reported in 
the German press. What was omitted was that 
it was conducted in support of a campaign, 
launched by the Deutsche Bank’s strategist 
Wilhelm Christians, for the transformation of 
Kaliningrad into “a Baltic industrial region” 
with German help. 

Junge Freiheit later dropped all pretence to 
economic niceties and unveiled its real poli- 
tics. In its January 1992 issue it claimed that 
there had been “a Holocaust in East Prussia” 
in 1945 perpetrated by the Red Army against 
the German population. Now, said Junge 
Freiheit, after the collapse of the Soviet 
Union, “the chances of a German K6nigsberg 
will never be greater.” 

Where Junge Freiheit and Deutsche Bank 
officials led, neo-nazis followed, taking their 
cue from the appeals for assistance to the 
German population in Kaliningrad. For exam-

ple, the liberal Frankfurter Rundschau report- 
ed on 9 January this year that “right-radical 
forces are trying to win influence among the 
ethnic Germans” in Kaliningrad. 

At the forefront of these efforts are Ewald 
Althans and Manfred Roeder, an even more 
frequent visitor to Kaliningrad. At a meeting 
held near Bonn last December by the nazi 
Initiative Gesamtdeutschland, Roeder treated 
the audience to an account of his perspectives 
for the former East Prussia. 

Among other things he called for a “re- 
Germanisation” of Kaliningrad and echoed 
the calls, made since the early 1950s, of Otto 
Ernst Remer, a former Hitler general and 
inveterate nazi, for a strategic alliance 
between Germany and Russia. In addition, 
Roeder described favourably what he termed 
his “good collaboration with the Russian 
administration in northeast Prussia”. 

More significantly, Roeder described his 
experiences to the more staid audience of the 
Frankfurt-based Deutsch-Russliandischen 
Gesellschaft with an article in the December 
1992 edition of its journal Russland und Wir. 
The article revealed the early objectives of 
nazi penetration of Kaliningrad: “to found an 
association, to gain the support of the govern- 
ment in Kaliningrad and to commission the 
construction of a reception centre for 
Russlanddeutschen.” 

Roeder, a former bomber and convicted 
criminal, reported that “all three objectives 
were reached” and that work had already 
begun on the buildings, issuing a appeal for 
funds for to enable “our compatriots in the 
new Prussia” to buy houses and flats. 

Also feverishly gathering funds for the 


itself financially sponsoring 
the influx of ethnic Germans — a de facto 
colonisation — into Kaliningrad. This pro- 
ceeds in parallel with German government 
pressure to secure special status for the city as 
a “free port’, in effect detaching it from 
Russia. 

These moves are backed inside Germany’s 
ruling circles. For example, the news digest 
Fuchsbriefe, which has a strictly limited cir- 
culation among top management in banking 
and the CDU, said in its 19 March 1992 
issue: “The re-Germanisation of Konigsberg 
(still Kaliningrad) is proceeding slowly ... the 
message from K6nigsberg is not yet being 
grasped by German enterprises. But much 
will change in the coming years. Like never 
before, we can now have the vision that 
K6nigsberg and the Russian part of East 
Prussia will once again be inhabited by a 
German majority.” 

Publications like the little known but well- 
informed Fuchsbriefe map out the issues not 
debated openly in the public domain and 
address the longer-term strategy of those bent 
on the creation of a new German imperialism 
in the “new world order”. 

Vital instruments for this strategy are the 
Bonn government’s financial support of the 
so-called ‘“‘expellees’ organisations” with 
funds which find their way to nationalist and 
fascist extremists and its intensifying official 
propaganda for “help for Germans in Eastern 
Europe”. 


In the second part of this article next 
month, Searchlight will examine this funding 
and the intervention of nazis in Silesia, the 
Czech Republic and the Baltic states.

Antisemitism festers 
in former Soviet bloc 


Mein Kampf, Hitler’s warrant for genocide, is 
now on open sale to tourists in Russia. 
Visitors to Moscow and St Petersburg report 
that the book, which costs between £3.75 and 
£6.50, sells well among western visitors and 
wealthy Russians. 

A Russian edition has been published in St 
Petersburg by the state publishing firm 
Wolchow and already more than 300 copies 
have been sold, despite its relatively high 
price. 

The adverse publicity, however, has led to 
the publishers being prosecuted by the State 
Prosecutor for incitement to racial hatred. 
They could face jail sentences of up to five 
years when the case is heard later this month. 

The increasing distribution of fascist, anti- 
semitic and racist propaganda throughout the 
former Soviet bloc is undoubtedly a factor 
behind the mounting level of antisemitic out- 
rages in the former Soviet Union, Poland, 
Hungary and other east European states. 

In Moscow nationalist and Stalinist demon- 
strators bawled anti-Jewish slogans during an 
anti- Yeltsin protest in April. On 18 April, two 
days before Hitler’s birthday, fascist hooli- 
gans raided a Jewish cemetery in St 
Petersburg and desecrated more than 40 
graves. 

Hungary and Poland were also the scene of 
antisemitic outbursts in May. In the western 
Hungarian town of Tapolca, fascists invaded 
a Jewish graveyard and vandalised 79 grave- 
stones on 3 May. The day before, a group of 
80 fascists in Warsaw had attempted to dis- 
rupt the official commemoration of the 50th 
anniversary of the Warsaw Ghetto uprising. 

The fascists — supporters of the Polish 
National Party, led by convicted criminal 
Boleslaw Tejkowski — chanted the slogan 
“Viva the Holocaust” before being scattered 
by baton-wielding police who made 19 
arrests. 

However, it appears that Tejkowski’s thugs 
got their revenge for the police action by 
severely damaging a plaque commemorating 
the Warsaw Ghetto in the town of 
Czestochowa. Police and the local mayor’s 
office are now investigating the attack. 


GERMANY 


Nazi bans confirmed 


Germany’s Federal Administrative Court has 
confirmed the ban on three of the four nazi 
groups outlawed in the wake of the fascist 
murders in MOlln last year. 

The three groups, the Nationalistische 
Front, the Deutsche Alternative and the 
Nationale Offensive, had contested the order 
on the grounds that they were all registered as 
parties and so could only be banned by the 
Constitutional Court and not by a decree by 
Rudolf Seiters, the federal interior minister . 

The court declared that the property of the 
groups would remain confiscated and pointed 
out that the nazism of the three organisations 
derived more from their “public behaviour” 
than from their political programme. 


The court added that articles in the out- 
lawed groups’ publications indicated a “fun- 
damentally nazi point of view” and “a deter- 
mination to fight against and suppress the 
constitutional order in Germany”. 

Though it now looks unlikely that any of 
the four nazi outfits will regain their legal sta- 
tus, this will not disturb the nazis, who were 
forewarned of the banning orders well in 
advance and who have largely decamped into 
other parts of the mushrooming nazi scene. 

According to Ernst Uhrlau, head of the 
Hamburg office of the Verfassungsschutz, the 
nazi movement in Germany is showing 
greater organisational capacity than at any 
time since the second world war. 

Speaking at a hearing of the German parlia- 
mentary internal affairs commission, Uhrlau 
said that while fascist violence in the 1980s 
was mainly the handiwork of individuals or 
small groups, today “there are increasingly 
firm links between planning and the execu- 
tion of militant actions.” 

Uhrlau also warned of the danger that nazi 
mercenaries would import to Germany their 
experiences of armed action in Croatia. Only 
days before his speech, weapon parts and 
ammunition were seized and five neo-nazis 
arrested in a police swoop in the Thuringian 
city of Arnstadt. 

Despite Uhrlau’s well-founded warnings, 
Eckart Wertebach, head of the federal 
Verfassungsschutz, made the bizarre claim 
that the number of “violence-prone nazis” 
number about 6,000 and are balanced by a 
roughly equal number of left-wing (read anti- 
fascist) “potential perpetrators of violence”. 

Wertebach told the hearing that he forecast 
a drop in right-extremism “once the new asy- 
lum laws are in force” and predicted a rise in 
the level of clashes between right and left. 

Wertebach’s emphasis on hurling nazis and 
anti-fascists into one “extremist” pot is noth- 
ing more than faithful parroting of the line 
churned out by his master’s voices in the 
Bonn government. It stands in very sharp 
contrast to the views presented by Uhrlau 
who at least sees that “the danger stands to 
the right.” 


Police protect Hitler 
celebration 


Three hundred and fifty nazis, mainly from 
Germany but also from Croatia and Denmark, 
met in Gonsenheim, near Mainz, on 17 April 
to celebrate the birth of their idol Adolf 
Hitler. The gathering was protected by hun- 
dreds of police in heavy riot gear. 

More or less the entire leadership of the 
militant, street-active nazi scene in Germany 
was present. Directing security operations 
with hand-held two-way radios were Arnulf- 
Winfried Priem, the Berlin paramilitary chief, 
and, when he dared to peep above the para- 
pet, Christian Worch who also had a video 
camera. 

Other celebrants included the bosses of 
groups said to be rivals: Friedhelm Busse of 
the violent FAP; Thomas “Steiner” Wulff of 
the Hamburg Nationale Liste; Manfred Huck, 
chief of the Aktionsfront Nationaler 
Kameraden; Frank Hiibner and Michael Petri, 
the leaders of the banned Deutsche 
Alternative, and Bela Ewald Althans. 

The “birthday party”, held at a garden cen- 


tre owned by nazi odd couple Curt and Ursula 
Miiller, did not go unopposed. More than 
2,000 anti-fascists held a demonstration 
through Mainz in protest at the event and at 
the months’ long detention without trial of a 
local anti-fascist. Although the demonstration 
itself was peaceful, a police vehicle was dam- 
aged in later clashes. 

The main activity of the police, however, 
was not to attack the anti-fascists but to shel- 
ter the fascists, who had erected improvised 
barricades behind the garden centre’s barbed 
wire-topped fences. Masked nazi guards 
openly brandished baseball bats and other 
weapons, flew Reichskriegsflaggen and gave 
Hitler-salutes. 

These very public activities, as well as a 
fascist flare rocket attack on two press pho- 
tographers, provoked no reaction from police, 
who later said they were simply dealing with 
a “private event”. No wonder anti-fascists 
chanted “German police protect fascists.” 

The evening before the Mainz display, 
police in the east German city of Cottbus 
showed a much greater willingness to enforce 
the law by breaking up a Hitler birthday party 
attended by more than 60 nazis from the out- 
lawed Deutsche Alternative and hosted by the 
party’s former fiihrer Frank Hiibner. 

The nazis, who had travelled from all over 
Germany, resisted the police intervention, 
spraying tear-gas into the eyes of one police 
officer. Six of the fascists were arrested in 
scuffles and nazi propaganda material was 
seized. 


Nazi infiltration of 
police and military 
continues 


Singing old nazi battle songs is once more 
fashionable in Germany, it seems. Following 
an incident at the Franz-Josef Strauss bar- 
racks of the Bundeswehr in Schéngau, 
Bavaria, senior officers have begun an inves- 
tigation into some of the troops under their 
command, 

At a ceremony to rename the depot, attend- 
ed by more than 300 local politicians and dig- 
nitaries, the audience was treated to a forbid- 
den verse of a nazi paratroops’ song, The sun 
shines red, and were then asked to donate “at 
least £2 to war funds”. 

The Bundeswehr men were not the only 
ones to burst into song. Officers and men of 
Germany’s élite border guard, the Bundes- 
grenzschutz (BGS), are now the subject of a 
police investigation in Berlin after an entire 
BGS unit was caught on video singing the 
infamous nazi Horst Wessel Lied while polic- 
ing a left-wing May Day demonstration. 

The 25-strong troop was on anti-riot duty 
in Berlin’s Kreuzberg district and was filmed 
by the German television station Sender 
Freies Berlin. Eye-witnesses who filed com- 
plaints against the border guards said that the 
nazi anthem was sung as part of a deliberate 
and concerted effort to taunt and provoke left- 
wing and trade union demonstrators. 

While the border guards were entertaining 
themselves in Kreuzberg, across the city in 
Lichtenberg neo-nazis from the Freiheitliche 
Deutsche Arbeiterpartei (FAP) were able — 
with massive police protection — to hold their 
first ever May Day march in Berlin. 
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The march followed weeks of cat-and- 
mouse games, in which police encouraged 
disinformation about the exact location of the 
nazi march which was originally planned for 
the Prenzlauer Berg district. 

Because of communications difficulties, the 
site of the FAP demonstration only became 
known at a late stage and last year’s success- 
ful anti-fascist mobilisation which smashed 
an attempted FAP gathering could not be 
repeated. 

Though the FAP march was small — only 
about 80 nazis took part — it has set a danger- 
ous precedent. FAP leaders on the scene 
included Friedhelm Busse, a convicted crimi- 
nal, and Thorsten Heise, a thug with many 
convictions who is now back on the loose 
after serving an extraordinarily short jail sen- 
tence for his last offence. 

Heise received a two-year jail term and a 
further three years’ probation at his trial in 
Gottingen in 1991 for attempted murder, 
assault and other offences. 

Others who stood out among the nazi rab- 
ble were Heiko Baumert, former boss of the 
now defunct Nationale Alternative, and mem- 
bers of Arnulf-Winfried Priem’s heathen 
“rocker” outfit Wotan’s Volk. 

An atmosphere charged with violence sur- 
rounded the event. Police units launched 
vicious attacks on the small numbers of trade 
unionists and other anti-fascists who gathered 
to protest once the location of the FAP march 
became known. 

In the clashes the banners of the unions IG 
Medien, IG Metall and the bank workers’ 
union were destroyed by police who launched 
wave after wave of attacks on the anti-fascists 
in a bid to secure the nazis’ path. 

The nazis contributed their own quota of 
mayhem, stabbing the anti-nazi film maker 
Peter Kriiger and leaving him bleeding with 
stomach, chest and leg wounds. The nazi 
responsible was arrested but later released by 
police and was able to attend an indoor rally. 


The terror goes on 


Rudolf Seiters, the German interior minister, 
is lying systematically about the current lev- 
els of racist and fascist violence in Germany. 
No other conclusion can be drawn from the 
latest sets of figures issued by the central 
police agency, the Bundeskriminalamt, and 
the internal security service, the Bundesamt 
fiir Verfassungsschutz. 

On 16 March, Seiters, one of the govern- 
ment ministers closest to Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl, said in an interview with the magazine 
Weltbild that only 70 violent racist or right- 
extremist acts of violence had been registered 
for the month of January 1993. 

To emphasise the extent of the supposed 
drop in violence, he went on to compare his 
January figure with that for September 1992, 
in which 518 incidents were recorded. 

Eight days later, Seiters reported that the 
total number of racist and right-extremist 
incidents monitored to mid-March numbered 
173 and, again in order to back the claim that 
the German government is acting decisively, 
compared this figure with 283 incidents for 
the same period in 1992. 

Now, however, Seiters’s blatant falsifica- 
tions have been shattered by the publication 
of written parliamentary answers from his 
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own interior ministry, in response to ques- 
tions about levels of violence from Ulla 
Jelpke, a Party of Democratic Socialism MP. 

The first answer, in German parliament 
document Drucksache 12/4443 of 1 March, 
gives the number of “xenophobically motivat- 
ed indictable offences” as 507 for January 
1993, according to the Bundes-kriminalamt. 
Of these offences, 32 were firebombings, 55 
were attacks on the person and the remainder 
were criminal damage and other incidents. 

To a further request for statistics, this time 
for February 1993, the interior ministry 
replied (Drucksache 12/4656 dated 26 
March) that according to the police agency 
the number of such offences in February was 
429, making a total up to the end of February 
of 936. This is more than five times as many 
as Seiters claimed on the same day for the 
period up to mid March. 

New light has been shed on the government 
lie-machine with the announcement of a set 
of joint police-security service figures for 
crimes with known right-extremist involve- 
ment. These statistics, covering the period up 
to 15 April, list 529 “violent actions”, again 
far in excess of the numbers cited by Seiters. 

Especially noteworthy is the fact that for 
the first time the two security agencies pro- 
duced a common assessment. Their statistics 
also deal a crushing blow to one of Seiters’s 
other favourite hobby-horses, namely the sug- 
gestion that the violence problem is much 
greater in former East Germany. 

The figures show that 424 of the incidents 
— the vast majority of which are never report- 
ed — occurred in former West Germany and 
only 105 in the east. In at least two cases, the 
fascist violence resulted in deaths and 98 
attacks involved firebombings. Explosives 
were used in at least two attacks. 

Whichever figures are examined, one fact, 
long suspected by anti-fascists inside and out- 
side Germany, emerges clearly: that the 
cover-up is a matter of deliberate government 
policy, designed to conceal the seriousness of 
the situation and to improve Germany’s 
image abroad. 

Since the horrific nazi firebomb atrocity in 
Mélln in November last year, Kohl’s propa- 
ganda effort has concentrated on selling the 
myth that the violence has dramatically 
receded. 

A comparison of the official figures for 
January and February this year and the same 
period last year unequivocally refutes this. As 
against the 936 incidents noted for January 
and February this year, the corresponding fig- 
ure for last year was only 386. 

The bungled efforts to hide the reality point 
to something else as well. They highlight an 
allegation, made previously in both 
Searchlight and the international information 
bulletin Germany Alert, that news about nazi 
terror in Germany is being “managed” or 
even outrightly censored. 

Meanwhile the attacks and incidents which 
do filter into the German media continue to 
be monitored by Searchlight and our friends 
in the office of Ulla Jelpke. This is what 
occurred in the period 31 March to 23 April: 

31 March, Eisenhiittenstadt. Jewish ceme- 
tery desecrated and gravestones daubed with 
nazi symbols and slogans. 

2 April, G6ttingen. Chilean man beaten in 
the open street by nazi boneheads. 


5 April, Karlsruhe. Hugo Blank, a profes- 
sor of French, threatens to tear down anti- 
racist posters which, he alleges, are from the 
“Asylantenlobby” He then publicly writes 
that “fake asylum-seekers live off our taxes 
and occupy houses and hotels at our 
expense.” 

6 April, Géttingen. Two foreigners savage- 
ly attacked in railway station by nazi skin- 
heads before being rescued by three homeless 
people. Two of the homeless suffer knife and 
gas-pistol wounds. Anklam. Skinheads ter- 
rorise handicapped schoolchildren. Bret- 
wisch. Nazis firebomb asylum-seekers home. 

8 April, Rathenow. Nazis storm house 
occupied by squatters, smashing furniture and 
fittings and killing pet animals. Neighbours 
allege that police stood outside the house and 
did nothing to intervene. 

9 April, Nauen. Monument to Soviet army 
war dead desecrated by neo-nazis. 

11 April, Griinberg. Refugees leap in fear 
out of hostel windows during suspected bone- 
head invasion of the building. 

13 April, Thannhausen. Firebomb assault 
on refugee centre, resulting in £10,000 dam- 
age. A swastika is daubed on the outside of 
the building. 

14 April, Mannheim. Three Turks includ- 
ing two children die in mystery blaze whose 
causes have not yet been identified. 

16 April, Hagen. Social Democratic mayor 
Dietmar Thieser demands a halt to settlement 
of refugees in the city, claiming that the pres- 
ence of more refugees will “lead to unrest”. 
Thieser is congratulated by the nazi 
Republikaner for his statement. 

17 April, G6ttingen. Forty-two-year-old 
man attacked without provocation by knife- 
wielding nazi boneheads. Kirchel-Limbach. 
House with refugee residents is set ablaze in 
racist arson attack. Mainz-Gonzenheim. 
More than 350 nazis meet to hold Hitler 
birthday celebration. 

19 April, Cottbus. Hitler birthday meeting 
held by more than 60 nazis without police 
interference. 

20 April, Frankfurt am Main. Eight 
graves in Jewish cemetery desecrated by 
three young neo-nazis. 

21 April, Bramsche. Nazi arson attack at 
home for asylum-seekers. 

22 April, Marburg. University science 
professor Stephan Buchholz writes to state 
councillors and a mayor asking “How can I 
live, work and research as a teacher amongst 
Tamils, Pakistanis, Kurds, Sinti etc?” Later he 
claims publicly that “asylum-seekers live 
from the proceeds of criminality.” Weinheim. 
Twenty-year-old Turkish man rushed to hos- 
pital for emergency treatment after being 
attacked and stabbed by two racists. 

23 April, Lindow. Jewish cemetery van- 
dalised and desecrated in fascist attack. 
Schildow. Youths build a camp fire in the 
shape of a swastika and light it Ku Klux Klan 
style.  Eislingen. Twenty-five-year-old 
Senegalese is found hanged in police station. 
Brandenburg. It is revealed that neo-nazis 
are using former Soviet exercise ranges for 
paramilitary practice.

CDU expulsion call 


After two years of propagating racist anti- 
asylum-seeker politics in a futile bid to out- 
flank the growing electoral threat from the 
nazi Republikaner, Helmut Kohl’s CDU is 
now confronted by fascists and nationalist 
extremists within the party. 

Angela Merkel, the CDU’s deputy leader, 
has called for the expulsion of two of the top 
wire-pullers: Heinrich Lummers, the former 
West Berlin interior minister, and Rudolf 
Krause, a leading member in the state of 
Sachsen Anhalt. 

Both men are MPs in the Bundestag and 
both have been involved, via the rabidly 
racist Deutschland Forum, in discussions with 
nazis from the Deutsche Liga fiir Volk und 
Heimat and with the Republican party (REP) 
leader Franz Schénhuber. Both have advocat- 
ed a coalition between the CDU and REP. 

Until now, the CDU has tried to ignore the 


racist statements continuously pouring from 
the lips of Lummers and Krause. As recently 
as the beginning of March, the CDU in 
Sachsen-Anhalt publicly defended Krause 
and claimed that he had retracted his state- 
ment on the “German national question”. 

Though they face expulsion, Lummers and 
Krause are being backed by leading CDU fig- 
ures. Karl-Joachim Kierey, general secretary 
of the CDU in Berlin, has opposed 
Lummers’s removal and Krause is supported 
by party officials in Sachsen-Anhalt. 

This will not stop the process. Krause is 
clearly on the way to becoming the first nazi 
REP member of the Bundestag and may soon 
be joined by Lummers. 

The fascist rot has also invaded Kohl’s 
coalition partner, the liberal FDP. One of its 
senior members in Stuttgart, Hans-Manfred 
Roth, has been kicked out of the party for 
attending rallies of the nazi REP and for 
organising a meeting in Bad Cannstadt last 


year with Jorg Haider, the Austrian nationalist 
leader, as the main speaker. 


Blood money 


Government officials have defended the deci- 
sion to pay pensions of between DM 100 and 
DM 300 a month (£41 to £125) to former 
members of Hitler’s murderous Waffen SS 
living in Latvia.. 

Horst Giinther, secretary of state for the 
federal labour ministry secretary, admitted 
that members of SS killing squads might fig- 
ure amongst those eligible for the cash hand- 
outs, but said that this was “not proven”. 

Waffen-SS veterans from the Baltic states 
are reported to have attended a reunion at an 
undisclosed location on the Liineburg Heath 
over the weekend of 7 to 9 May. Former SS 
men from Germany, Canada, Australia, the 
USA, Sweden, Finland and Britain are also 
said to have been present.

Louis Ray Beam has been a leader in the 
white supremacist movement for 25 years. In 
that time he has gone from Klan leader to 
Aryan Nations organiser to a writer for the 
Identity tabloid, Jubilee. Now he is attempt- 
ing to lead a campaign against government 
officials involved in the Randy Weaver 
shootout last August and the mass incinera- 
tion of Branch Davidians in April. 

Beam, 47 years old, first joined the United 
Klans of America in 1968 after returning to 
Texas from 18 months in Vietnam. He was a 
helicopter gunner and personally claims to 
have killed dozens of Vietnamese. 

In 1969, he jumped from the sidelines of an 
anti-war parade and attempted to strangle one 
of the marchers. In the mid-1970s, he joined 
David Duke’s new Klan group, the Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan. He became state leader, 
organising a special paramilitary wing of the 
Klan, which he called the Texas Emergency 
Reserve. 

In 1981, Beam’s Klan began terrorising 
immigrant Vietnamese fisherman in 
Galveston Bay. The Vietnamese Fishermen’s 
Association, in conjunction with the Southern 
Poverty Law Center, filed suit against the 
Klan. A Federal Court ruling then stopped the 
Texas Klan’s use of paramilitary camps. 
Beam was convicted the following year of 
conducting paramilitary training and sen- 
tenced to six months’ probation. He quit as 
the state leader and soon moved to the Idaho 


encampment of the Aryan Nations to live 
near Richard Butler. 

Although he was considered the Aryan 
Nations’ “ambassador-at-large”’, Beam 
dropped from public view. Along with veter- 
an white supremacist Robert Miles, Beam 
began publishing a small circulation newslet- 
ter, Inter-Klan Newsletter and Survival Alert 
in 1983. The newsletter urged other Klans- 
men and neo-nazis to begin organising an 
underground cell structure and launch a race 
war aimed at toppling the government. He 
wrote articles which mixed blood-curdling 
calls for violence with dispassionate instruc- 
tions for choosing victims. As a pseudonym 
he picked Nathan Bedford Forrest, the 
Confederate Civil War general who organised 
the Klan’s guerrilla war against newly freed 
slaves. 

At the same time, Beam secretly travelled 
the country, setting up computer bulletin 
boards in Idaho, Texas, North Carolina and 
Arkansas. He quickly became the computer 
wizard for the neo-nazi movement, exceeding 
even Tom Metzger, who operated his own 
computer bulletin board in California. The 
bulletin boards were intended to launch the 
whole neo-nazi movement into the personal 
computer age. But when the terrorist under- 
ground known as The Order was arrested in 
1985, most of the bulletin boards Beam had 
established began shutting down. 

Beam was never directly implicated in any 
of the bank robberies or murders committed 
by The Order. According to authorities, how- 
ever, Beam was given the code-name “Lone 
Star” by members of the gang. The Center for 
Democratic Renewal and others believe that 
Beam, in fact, was the general marshal for the 
underground: urging it into existence and 
developing its strategy. 

In April 1987, two years after the last of 
The Order bank robbers had been arrested, 
Louis Beam - along with Richard Butler, 
Robert Miles and 11 others — was indicted for 
seditious conspiracy for overt acts related to 
The Order. Beam had disappeared long before 
the indictment. 

The following December, Beam and his 
young wife Sheila Toohey were captured after 
a gunfight with federal police in Guadalajara, 
Mexico. Sheila Toohey Beam opened fire on 
law enforcement officials waiting outside

their home. She was arrested after seriously 
wounding a policeman, but was later acquit- 
ted of all charges because of a failure of 
police procedures. 

The following spring, Louis Beam and the 
other defendants were acquitted of seditious 
conspiracy by an all-white jury in Ft Smith, 
Arkansas. Although Kirk Lyons was nominal- 
ly Beam’s attorney, Beam directed his own 
defence. During his opening remarks he 
bragged about his computer skills and had the 
jury eating out of his hand with stories about 
Vietnam. Afterwards, Beam quickly went on 
the counter-offensive and started his own 
newsletter, which he called The Seditionist. 

For a short while Beam became a public 
figure once again. He spoke at the Aryan 
Nations Idaho conferences and in October 
198, gave another bloodthirsty speech at a 
skinhead rally in Tennessee. For a brief time 
it appeared as if Beam would attempt to pro- 
vide leadership to the violence-prone skin- 
head movement in the South. After the 
Tennessee rally, however, he once again 
dropped from sight. He only reappeared in 
September 1992, in time to issue a “wanted” 
poster for federal marshals involved in the 
Idaho shootout with Aryan Nations member 
Randy Weaver. 

Although he now publicly identifies him- 
self with the Identity wing of the white 
supremacist movement, Beam maintains his 
reputation for violence and secrecy. He is not 
likely to become a media figure like David 
Duke or Tom Metzger, but his computer and 
organisational skills place him at the top of 
the “most dangerous” list of racists.

Fascists parade for Joan of Arc 


he Front National’s annual Joan of Arc 

parade took place as usual on | May. 

Around 5,500 assorted fascists turned 
out to take part in the march, which was led 
by the Cercle National des Femmes 
d’Europe, an FN fringe group run by Martine 
Lehideux. The women were followed by the 
regional federations of the party, the youth 
section FNJ and Roger Holeindre’s Cercle 
National des Combattants. Bringing up the 
rear were the Catholic fundamentalists of 
Chrétienté-Solidarité. 

Le Pen did not lower himself to join the 
parade, preferring to lay his tricoloured 
wreath beneath the statue of St Joan at the 
Louvre, then remain there in order to inspect 
the faithful as they filed past. In front of his 
podium were 64 empty seats symbolising the 
number of MPs the FN would have had under 
proportional representation in the last election 
(they got none). 

Around 150 skinheads, mostly from the 
Jeunesses Nationalistes Révolutionnaires, 
Serge Ayoub’s party, tagged onto the end of 
the queue. They were stopped by the police 
and 32 were arrested, although the FN’s secu- 
rity group, the DPS, was quick to prevent 
photographers taking pictures of them and 
pressurised the police to release the arrested. 

This “patriotic” display was followed up a 
week later on 8 May, when hardline fascists 
held their own Joan of Arc demonstration 
(the 8th is the traditional day for this). Those 
taking part included the PNFE, Oe6cuvre 
Francaise and the royalist Action Frangaise. 
They also laid wreaths at the statue. 

Most of the PNFE members failed to arrive 
after the police ambushed them at their meet- 
ing point in front of a nearby hotel and made 
a number of arrests for possession of baseball 
bats and CS gas. 


Killing Serbs 


A month before this the PNFE held a private 
conference in the east of France. Two hun- 
dred assorted delegates from the length and 
breadth of France gathered to discuss the 
future of national socialism in Europe. 
Claude Cornilleau, the leader of the party, 
and his deputy Eric Sausset outlined their 
“grand strategy” for the PNFE. 

Interestingly, Michel Faci, home briefly 
from his tour of duty for the HOS’s interna- 
tional brigade in Croatia, put in an appear- 
ance to give a speech about his various activi- 
ties. Faci was wounded in Bosnia in early 
December when his tank was hit by a rocket. 
He openly boasted about killing Serbs and 
taking them prisoner. 

Perhaps even more interesting was the 
presence of Mark Frederiksen, who 
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announced that his own party, the Faisceaux 
Nationalistes Européens, would be supporting 
the fight to be led by the PNFE. There was 
discussion about the two camps co-operating 
and the possibility of a merger. 


SOS Racisme embarrassed 


SOS Racisme, France’s largest and best 
known anti-racist organisation, is currently 
sporting much egg on its face. It emerged 
very recently that during 1986 and 1987, 
when SOS Racisme was at its height, it had 
hired a security company called Rosebud to 
organise security at the major benefit gigs it 
held in Paris. 

Rosebud’s origins were in the French fas- 
cist movement, particularly its more violent 
face. Many of its bouncers were active and 
violent against the very people SOS Racisme 
was so keen to show solidarity with. One of 
the better known heavies was Serge Ayoub, 
also known as Batskin, who is making quite a 
name for himself these days as the self-styled 
leader of the dwindling French skinhead 
scene. 

Ayoub used to run a gang of skinhead foot- 
ball hooligans called the Kop, whose pre- 
ferred team was Paris-St Germain. The Kop, 
or rather Ayoub, was offered 200,000 francs 
by the directors of Paris-St Germain to stop 
the trouble at matches. The deal was sabo- 
taged by a rival skin group called Armée 


Korps, which hated Ayoub, and a new deal 
was eventually hammered out with Rosebud. 
Rosebud is run by an ex-skinhead friend of 
Ayoub, called Pascal Berger. 

Apparently SOS Racisme was well aware 
at the time of Rosebud’s pedigree but pre- 
ferred to keep it quiet. The revelations will do 
little for SOS Racisme’s already tarnished 
image. Rosebud remains active stewarding 
meetings for the Front National. 


Megret outed 


Bruno Megret, deputy leader of the Front 
National, is currently getting more publicity 
than he bargained for, after being “outed” in a 
Parisian gay free-sheet. Megret was the mas- 
termind behind the FN’s notorious anti-immi- 
grant 78-point plan and his party despises 
homosexuals only marginally less — last year 
the FN announced that if it took power it 
would reintroduce the criminal code for 
homosexuality. Whatever the truth of the mat- 
ter, Megret has stayed silent about his sexual- 
ity, although the person who “outed” him was 
none other than Roger Pierrefitte, an FN 
member who gave an interview to Gay Pied 
Hebdo, the leading French gay magazine. 
Incidentally, gay readers of Searchlight visit- 
ing France should take note that another pop- 
ular gay magazine, Gay-France, is run by a 
coterie of fascist homosexuals and is the sub- 
ject of a boycott. 


BELGIUM 


VB targets young 


Plans to launch a fascist daily newspaper in 
Antwerp appear to have run aground. The 
paper, called Viaams Neutraal Dagblad 
(Flemish Neutral Daily), was the brainchild 
of Wim Hilven, a veteran ultra-rightist who 
stood as a candidate for the fascist Vlaams 
Blok in the Belgian parliamentary elections in 
September 1991. 

But despite announcing the paper’s launch 
in May, Hilven seems to have made a big 
financial blunder: his paper needs a founding 
capital of 800 million Belgian francs but so 
far he has only been able to raise 6.2 million. 

Whether it gets a sympathetic media voice 
or not, the Vlaams Blok (VB) continues to 
push forward its campaign for leadership of 
the Flemish-speaking population in Belgium. 

The VB’s latest gimmick is a mass recruit- 
ment effort, aimed particularly at young peo- 
ple. The campaign, titled “Open your eyes” 
and bolstered by a planned distribution of 
more than three million leaflets, has as its tar- 
get the recruitment of 2,500 new members. 


The VB’s membership stands at around 
10,000. Of these, more than 3,000 were 
recruited last year with a similar campaign 
under the slogan “We say what you think”. 

One stop for the VB’s recruiting sergeants 
will no doubt be Antwerp’s new nazi pub, 
Gilby’s. It was there that a mob of nazi skins 
met on 17 April to celebrate Hitler’s birthday 
before moving on to wreck a left-wing cafe. 

This was not the first nazi gathering at 
Gilby’s. In January, boneheads held a Hitler 
fest to commemorate the sixtieth anniversary 
of the handover of power to Hitler. 

The organiser of that event was no less a 
figure than Bert Eriksson, former leader of 
the Vlaamse Militanten Orde and a visitor to 
annual German nazi gatherings to commemo- 
rate Rudolf Hess. Eriksson now heads a band 
of bonehead thugs called the Young Guard. 

Eriksson’s own former Antwerp nazi hang- 
out, the notorious Odal Cafe, has long been 
closed. Its role as an international fascist 
drinking den has been replaced by Gilby’s 
and another pub, the Flandre Vlaenderen, 
which recently played host to a bunch of 
Swedish nazis from the Ung Front, youth 
organisation of the Sverige Demokraterna.

Police seize gun- 
toting nazis 


Following a few relatively uneventful 
months, Sweden’s nazis are beginning to 
crawl out from under the rocks where they 
have been hibernating. 

May Day marches have been increasingly 
targeted by nazi activists and this year was no 
exception. 

A disaster may have been averted when 
police acted quickly and arrested five men as 
they attacked the parliamentary Left Party 
May Day parade in Stockholm. What began 
as an apparently ordinary street shuffle sud- 
denly turned into a chilling incident. 

Police officers patrolling the rally in the 
King’s Garden in Stockholm spotted the five 
hoodlums, aged 16 to 26, as they attempted to 
enter the area. As the marchers arrived in the 
King’s Garden, some of the group started a 
scuffle and began throwing eggs. 

One of the hoodlums caught the attention 
of the police as he seemed unusually nervous. 
He made a sudden rush for the centre of the 
rally while groping for something in his 
shoulder bag. As he was getting uncomfort- 
ably close to the new Left Party chair, Ms 
Gudrun Schyman, the police went for him, 
fearing he might be armed. 

They were shocked to find he was carrying 
a live hand-grenade. Searching his four asso- 
ciates, the police uncovered a mass of offen- 
sive weapons, including tear-gas guns, brass 
knuckledusters, knives, iron bars and a chain. 

The five were later identified as members 


of Leif Larsson’s infamous Reich Front, for- 
merly called Sweden’s Future and part of the 
Storm Network. The nazi with the grenade 
was identified as Niklas Irberger, 26, a close 
friend of Larsson, who is currently serving a 
sentence for his part in an unprovoked violent 
assault in 1991. Also arrested was junior nazi 
Sven Wramner, aged 17. 

Irberger has been charged with attempting 
to cause an act of devastation, a crime which 
may cost him two to eight years in prison. 
About 10,000 people were in the King’s 
Garden when the incident took place. 


VAM parade 


Sweden, as regular Searchlight readers are 
aware, is the one country where terrorists are 
allowed to stage public rallies. 

For the second year running, Sweden’s 
White Aryan Resistance (VAM) showed up 
on May Day with a legitimate police permit 
to stage their own version of a workers’ 
parade in Gothenburg. Dressed in dark uni- 
forms and with swastikas flying, around 110 
VAM supporters turned out to be counted. 

As it was a very warm day, the faithful 
racists must have been rather uncomfortable 
to stand hooded in sharp attention for several 
hours. Unlike last year, the Gothenburg freak 
show was mostly ignored. 


Cross-burning 

A cross-burning was reported in Séderfors, in 
central Sweden, on May Day evening. The 
incident took place near midnight outside a 
political refugee camp, which has previously 
been the target of violent attacks. The police 
have no information on the identity of the 
cross-burners. 


Antisemitic outrage 

Rounding off the nazis’ May Day antics, 150 
gravestones were toppled when the Jewish 
cemetery in south Stockholm was desecrated 
for the second time in six months. The ceme- 
tery was targeted in a similar nighttime raid in 
late November last year. 

A spokesperson for the Jewish community 
in Stockholm links the desecration to the 
recent spread of antisemitic hate propaganda 
in several schools in the neighbourhood. This 
is the latest propaganda effort of Ahmed 
Rami, of Radio Islam fame, who is now try- 
ing to establish a political organisation of 
revisionist historians. 


SPAIN 


Anti-fascist murdered 


Guillem Agullé i Salvador, an 18-year-old 
anti-fascist skinhead and active member of 
SHARP, the anti-fascist skinhead group, was 
murdered by neo-nazis from the group 
Accion Radical in Montanejos near Valencia 
on 11 April. He had been stabbed in the heart 
in an incident which incident took place at a 
campsite. 

The police made no arrests until 15 April, 
when the perpetrator gave himself up. He 
later considered fleeing the country, but on 
hearing that his victim was dead, decided to 
face trial. 

His death brought thousands of protesters 
onto the streets of Valencia in spontaneous 
demonstration. A major demonstration in his 
honour took place on 6 May supported by 
trade unions, left-wing groups and local anti- 
racists and anti-fascists. 


Wynn Davies, a key Third Positionist 
in Wales and a man who likes clouting 
BBC reporters, is no longer in his civil 
service post after revelations on televi- 
sion about his obnoxious activities a 
few months ago. 


But the post office still seems to employ a 
disproportionate number of nazis. Among 
them is Milton Ellis, a key British National 
Party and Combat 18 player distinguished by 
his mad staring eyes. 

The national conference of the civil service 
union CPSA voted to support its Sheffield 
members who have been victimised for 
exposing the civil service employment of the 
nazi thug Simon Chadwick, despite attempts 
by some right-wing members to desert them. 

Searchlight was much praised at an Anti- 
Nazi League fringe meeting attended by more 
than 300 delegates to the CPSA conference in 
Brighton in May. The meeting was addressed 
by Auschwitz survivor Leon Greenman. 

Nazi skinheads broke the nose of one of the 
ANL stewards on the door. Later that night a 
gang of racists including at least one well- 
known local fascist attacked some young 
Sikhs at a disco close to the conference hall. 
Several of the fascists ended up in hospital 
but a number of the Sikhs were arrested. The 
local uniformed police deny that the attack 
had any political connotations but other offi- 
cers acknowledge the fascist connection. 

The active campaigns up and down the 
country against British National Party and 
National Front candidates in the May local

elections have seen the formation of some 
new anti-fascist groups and the strengthening 
of some existing ones 

The very disciplined 2,000 marchers who 
followed the banners of the ANL, Indian 
Workers’ Association and Greenwich Action 
Committee Against Racial Attacks through 
Welling in mid May, after the shambolic 
demonstration the week before, showed that 
large numbers can be mobilised against the 
nazis. Anti-fascists can sustain simultaneous 
actions in several parts of the country while 
the nazis are hard pressed to mount even two 
operations at the same time. 

Anti-fascists in Nottingham are campaign- 
ing over racism by security staff at the Black 
Orchid, a music club, after a group of Indian 
students were racially abused and assaulted 
by the bouncers. This led to a police warning 
to the bouncer, employed by Planwatch UK. 
Nottinghamshire Anti-Fascist Alliance has 
written to the club’s owner as well as giving 
advice to students. It is practical actions like 
this that build up the reputation of the anti- 
fascist movement. 

The decision of London Anti-Fascist 
Action to target the Blood and Honour scene 
in an attempt to halt the distribution of hate 
material is also spot on. AFA has a record 
second to none when it comes to exposing 
and stopping this particular area of nazi activ- 
ity.

A number of anti-fascist groups are step- 
ping up contact with football clubs and fans. 
As this season draws to a close, nazis have 
returned to football grounds to peddle their 
wares and spread hate. 


REVIEW 


Germany Calling: A short history of 
British fascism, by Russ Bradshaw 


This small but timely booklet, priced at just 
£1, covers the main fascist and nazi groups in 
this country with a brief history of how 
Britain’s far right has evolved in an unbroken 
line from Oswald Mosley to the present day. 

It is right up to date, including a few lines 
on Combat 18. Searchlight appreciates Mr 
Bradshaw’s non-sectarian approach listing all 
the main anti-fascist groups and publications 
at the back of his booklet. 

The author warns against complacency 
about British fascism. British fascists are 
encouraged by the successes of fascists in 
Europe, but frustrated by their failures here. 
This combination can lead to the sort of racist 
violence that ends in the murder of black 
teenagers, serious racist attacks and _ fire- 
bombings, which Searchlight so often has to 
report. 

The booklet is published by Mushroom 
Books in Nottingham, a city that has a fine 
tradition of combating racism and fascism.

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Security alert 


Some people have been prepared to give nazi 
fellow traveller Larry O’Hara_ the benefit of 
the doubt, despite exposure in several issues 
of Searchlight in the past few months. His 
recent booklet attacking Anti-Fascist Action, 
one of the groups willing to accept his mem- 
bership, has now made many people realise 
what a danger this wretch is to the anti-fascist 
movement. 

The booklet is written with the help of Tim 
Scargill, another person deep in Combat 18’s 
pocket, and some other characters from the 
fringes of the anarchist movement. The book- 
let broadens their assault on the anti-fascist 
movement. 

Everyone must now recognise that the time 
for argument about O’Hara and Scargill is 
over. They have now shown their true colours 
as enemies of anti-fascists. Black people are 
dying and the anti-fascist movement is under 
all out attack from Combat 18. We must not 
allow a fifth column to infiltrate as well. 

O’Hara threatened to expose some of 
Searchlight’s agents inside nazi groups more 
than a year ago. He did not have any informa- 
tion but the threat was enough for us. Scargill 
has pushed C18 members into attacking anar- 
chist targets and Harrington, the former lead- 
er of the National Front, has tried to infiltrate 
the Green movement through outfits like the 
Green Anarchists, causing confusion among 
genuine Greens. 

Paul Cox, the British National Party agent 
in the Leeds trade union movement, praises 
O’Hara. Robin Ramsay of Lobster magazine 
has printed an article by O’Hara supporting 
the nazi terrorist Steven Brady, former vice 
chair of the NF and longtime Loyalist terror 
supporter. 

The anti-fascist movement should now iso- 
late these characters to maintain its security. 

Another person to watch is Malcolm 
Astells, a former nazi now acting as AFA’s 
chief steward in the Midlands and North. 
Anti-fascists are waking up to the fact that 
every time he takes charge something goes

goose chases. Astells, whose hatred of the left 
is boundless, comes from the Third 
Positionist wing of the old NF. He was the 
party’s East Anglia youth organiser, an area 
were very violent acts took place against the 
left and anti-fascist movement. 

Searchlight can show how these various 
creeps hanging around the anti-fascist move- 
ment support each another in an attempt to 
damage Searchlight’s key intelligence role 
and the broader anti-fascist movement. How 
much of what they are doing is for the state 
and how much for the nazis we cannot say.
